hands of Great Britain than we did by the late rc- 
oeiaun by the aid, direct or indirect, which she ai- 
lordcd to the Confederate Insurgent Htates; for while 
ou the ocean our uierchant service was destroyed by 
cniUers sent out from Great Urliala, aud our mili­ 
tary service was maluly occupied in watr.hing and 
counter working the blockade runners flited out iii 
Great Britain by the official ageuw ol the msurgenta, 
on the laud it was in Use manuer the munitions 
of war and tbo wealth draw n by me insurgents 
from Great Britain whlcii enabled them to with- 
htaud, year after year, the arms of tho United Htates. 
lu the m idst of all this rcmomitrances of the govern­ 
m ent of the United Htates were prompt, earnest and 
pcrsisteul. Our .Minister In fxmdon appealed to tho 
international amity of the Hriusti goverumeut. Ho 
sailed ou u to uUcharge its ooligaiions of neiirrul- 
ity. 
110 invoked the aid of the municipal Inwa of 
Great Britain. Ample proofs of the wrougs com- 
mittetl were submitted to tbe Queen’s govern merit.

We horn 
that the intcrnaiional duty of the Queen's goveru- 
m cut m this respect w ai above and liniepeiiaeut of 
tlie iimulcipal laws of England. It was a soveieign 
duty, aitacniug to Great Britam as a sovcicigu 
power. The m unicipal law was but a riietins of re­ 
pressing or punishing ludivldual wrongdoers. The 
law of uatious was the true ami proper rule of duty 
fur the goverumeut. If the municipal laws w etc de­ 
fective, that was a domesuc incouveulonce of con­ 
cern only to tho local govonnnent and for it to 
remeay or not, by suitable legislation, as it pleased. 
But no sovereign power can ngliHully plead the de­ 
fect of Its own domescicn>enal statutoa as Justiflca- 
iiun or extenuation of au iiiteruutional wroug done 
lo auutuer aovereigu power. 
W hen the delects ot the exlatlug laws of I’arlia- 
inent had become apparent the governnicui ot the 
United Htates earnestly eutreateu the Qiiccd’b Minis­ 
ters to provide the required remedy, as it would have 
been easy to ao by a proper act of Parliam eui. 
But 
this the Queen’s goverument refuseil. 
The United 
Htates, at an early day iii their history, had set Uie 
exam ple of represslug violations of neutrality to 
tho prejudice of Great 
Britain 
by their 
own 
authority, and In the 
dlacharge of thoir own 
nauouol duty without w aiung for the aasisfauce 
01 muuiclpal statute. 
They uiterward euocted 
Buch statutes for their ow n couveuieuce aud us an 
attestation of their good faith toward other nations; 
and ou special occasions where defects were per­ 
ceived 111 such cases we enacted new ones to meet 
the case, not deem ing that such leirtslutiou was de­ 
rogatory to our publlo dignity, but on the contrary 
conceiving that in so doing we best consulted the 
hlghest.dictaies of national dignity, selM especi and 
public houor, aud if Great Britain had so under­ 
stood her national duty on this occnsiun she would 
nave doue much to save toe oountrioa from iho 
present controversy and all its po.ssibio conse­ 
quences. 
Once 
beiore in Its Intercourse with 
the United Htates the Queen’s government had fallen 
into m e error ol assum lug that municipal law.s con- 
siituto the measure of luiernatm nal rights and obli- 
gailons. That Is to say, when oitlcial agents of the 
Britbm goverument attem pted to enlist milltarv re­ 
cruits lu (ho central counties of 1'rus.Aa. the United 
Htates and elsewhere lor service agslust itussla, ou 
the hypothesis that If the prohibitions of m unicfial 
law could be evaded that would suiUco. overlooking 
the param ount coiisideiafioms of tbo respect due to 
the sovereign rights of the neutral Power, so ou the 
present occasion the Queen's Mlnl-<ters scorn to 
nave coinmlltod tne error of assuming that they 
needed not to look beyond their own local laws, ex­ 
ecuted for their own domestic convenience, and 
niiglit under cover of the detloiencics oi that law 
dis 
aovereigu 
Nor was It lu onrjndgm ent any adequate excuse 
for the Queen’s Minisiers, who profess exirom e teu- 
dernesB of private rights, or apprehension of acUoiis 
for damages iii case ol any attem pt to iirivsi tue 
many sbipa which either to Englana or m.otlena 
were wUh ostoniailou publicly oelug ronsirueU d 
to cruise against the uiilUjd States. Hareiy that 
was ail imaginary diillculty, or u a real one It pre­ 
sen tsd the election betwceu u senoiis compllCAMou 
of relatioms wuh the United Htates and tiis huzard 
of a legal contlici w uh John Laird and Charles 
Kunn Piioloau. But m e governmeiu of the United 
Htates has never been able to see the force oi this 
alleged dtfflcuUy. The common law of England Is the 
common law of the United htates. in boiii countries, 
and certainly in England, revemio seizures are made 
daily and ships prevented from going to sea on 
much less cause of suspiulou than attached to the 
suspected ship of the comederatos. In both coun­ 
tries. and uot less In England, the previou.s order of 
the government for Its subsequeal approval covers 
the acta of the subordinate officers, 
lu both coun­ 
tries. or If nut In England asBure iiy in the Uniied 
Htates, 
under 
municipal

difficulty in arresting ships charged

far less evidence m an the Amencan Consul a t Liver­ 
pool exhibited against tho Alabama), tho bark Maury 
was arrested witniu an hoar by telegraphic order 
from Wa.shlDgtoD. Other examjiles of tne decision 
and prom ptitude m m aintenance ol sovereign 
rights and lu discharge of the neutral uuiies 
o f the United 
Htatea 
have 
occurred, as 
is 
weU 
knowu, 
nnder 
both 
the 
last 
and the 
present admiuistrationa; nuy, at every period m 
our history the goverument oi the United Htates has 
not been com eut wuh preventing tne depar.uro of 
ships ntted out m violation of neutrality, and with 
aaUitary recrultm euts aud ex 
nature, but has further uianlfesied 
us good faith in its respect for Its own sovereignty 
aud laws by prosecuting cniiiiualiy the guilty par­ 
ties. Examples of this occur m tue early stages of 
the war of the French revolution; on tho occaaiou oi 
the insurrection of the Hpauish-Americau Conti­ 
nental 
provinces, and 
of 
the 
revolntlunary 
movements 
m 
the 
Hpauuh-Americau 
reimb- 
lics, 
and on various other 
occusious. mclad- 
Ing 
the existing 
m surrectlou 
lu Cuba. 
But 
although such acts ol viulattou of law were frequent 
in Great Britam and susceptible ol complete leciini- 
cal proot, notoriously naum ed directly lu the race of 
the world, varnished over, if at all, w un the sh a- 
loweat pretexts ol deception, yet no efficient step 
appears to have been taken by me British govoru- 
m eut to enlorce the execution of us municipal laws 
or to viudicate.tne majesty of us outraged sovereign 
power, and the government of the United Htates 
cannot beUeve it would conceive Itself wauUug ui 
respect tor Great Brlialuto impute tuat tne Queen's 
M iuistersare so much hampered by judicial difficnl- 
ties m at the local admimstratloD is m us reduced to 
such a state of legal Impotence as to deprive the gov- 
erument of capacity to uphold us sovereignty agamst 
local 
wrougilocra, or its noutralliy as regards 
other sovereign Bowers. 
If, indeed, it were so the 
causes of reclamation on the part of tne United 
Htates would ouly be me more positive and sore, for 
the law ot nations as*umes that each government ts 
capable of discharging Its m toruatiouai obligations; 
and, perchance. If U be not, then the absence of 
SUCH capubilUy is luelf a apeciflc ground ol respon­ 
sibility lor oonsequcuces. Hut the Queen’s govern­ 
ment would uot bo content to admit, nor will me 
goveniiiieut ol the United Htates presume to impute 
to It such poluiral orgaiiizatiuu of the British em­ 
pire as to imply any want of legal atiiiuy on us 
part to disciiarge in the ani|)iest m anner all us 
duties ol Boverclguty and amity lowards other 
Powers. 
It remains only In this relation to Mfer to one 
other point, namely, the question oi iiegligenoe. 
Neglect on uie pari ol officers ol m e BritlsU guveru- 
lueut. Whether superior or suhonlluaU?, to detain 
Confederate cruisers, and especially me Alabama, 
the most succeRSfni of the depredators on tne o«>m- 
merce of mu UuUcd Htates, on this poiut the Fresi- 
d«nt conceive* that Uitla needs uow to be said tor 
various cogeui reasons. First, tne m atter has been 
exhaustively discussed alreedy by ilio liepartmcnt 
or by the sui-cexslve American MiniHtars. It the 
questioii ofuegllgeuce be dUcuMed with trankness. 
It m ust be tremed m m is tustance as • case ol ex­ 
trem e negligence, wliltU Hlr William Joues has 
laiiglit us to regard a-s equivalent or approximate to 
evil intention. 1 he question of negligence, therefore, 
csunot be prosoiiled without danger of thought 
or language disiespi'CMui towards the Queen's 
mlnisuir* and me iTesidcnt, while purposing, of 
course, on hm souse of duty, reqiim-s to siistaia the 
rights Of tne i nlied States In all ihuir utmost ainpii- 
tnde; yet intends to speak aud act in relation to 
Great Britain in tho same spirit of international re- 
•peoi Which he expects ol her in r .-lalion to the 
Umteil Htates; end ho is alnrerelv deeiroue thet all 
discussions betwceu thegoverum onum ay be so con- 
diictiKl as not only t í prevent any aggravation of 
cxisung Hiffloultles, but to lead to suon reasonable 
aud amicable determinatiou •• best becomes two 
great nation* of common ortgm and conscious dig­ 
nity and eirenglh. I awmrae, therefore, prewrrai 
ting detailed dleeuMlon in mie respect th et tbe neg- 
ilgenoe ot the officers ot tbe BrlUen governmeut. in 
tbe m ettar of tbe Alabema, at least was gross end

It Is iropouible not to compare and 
MBlrgel U>e eoBduci oi tlie HipKt geo«fk>i/i M le- 


garde Great Diitain. 0 » the oeceelon of the revolt 
of tae Brliiea cotuolee with that of Great Bntain, as 
regards the InaairecUon la the Hontheru Htoios, ao 
ilHeu were flttad out by Amenoa In the porw of tbe 
NeUieriaoda to prey uu Uie cuaimeroe of Great Bri­ 
tain. Unir m a single instance did Aiueriran cruisers 
have lem ponyy haroorsge In Texoi. Year alter year 
the exports o f rannilionsot war lor the .Netherlands 
were furuiiuieu by Uie stales Uoueral, the mure 
coiiipleiely to lulllll the duty ofaiiiitr and neutrality 
towards Great Britalu- But, ueverilieless. Great 
Britain treated a declaration ol ueiitram y by me 
Htatea General, aud tue obsorvadce of that declaro- 
tluu as a sufficient cause of war against the Netlier- 
lauds, prior to which the Briiinh gov«rrimc!.il con­ 
tinually 
com[.lame<I of the occdsmual auppheH 
derived by the colo-ites fruui the Island Hi. Kusla- 
tlus. 
How light III this respect woulil have been the 
burdens of ilie UbUed Stsie.s durm g the late lusur-

H e cuinplulii that the lusurrecuuu In tlie 
Houthern Htates, if it did uot exist, was continued 
and obtained Iw enduriug vitality uy means of ili» 
resources It <lrcw Irom Great Briiahi. 
We complain 
that by reason of the ttiijtermct ilisc:iarge of its 
neutral duties on tne part oi itio Queeu's govern­ 
m ent Great Bnialn became tne military, naval uud 
financial bssw ol the insurgem. wurlarc agam st the 
Untied blates.

Neveiuieiese the United States mHUfully and reso­ 
lutely Ciicoiictercd all the great jieri.s and diffiiilties 
ot tne situation, foreign and domestic, and over­ 
came them. 
We eiKliirml wnli proud patience the 
manllestatinn ot hostility mere, where wo ha'I ex ­ 
pected fnendsiilp til Eiig.and, the piotogouisc of 
the abolition of negro scrvitndo, in order to perpeu 
nato Which tho

M:iu-s had fk-cedeti 
from

I uiun. 
Wo 
cnu-rcd 
on

war. 
Involving 
sea 
aud 
land; we 
marched 
to the Held

treasure lor their support; we lavished tue brood ot 
our bravest and best In bill tie as 11 It were but 
water; we HUlmiitterl to all privation without u mur- 
ranr; we siake<l our lives, our tortuiies aud our 
houor on the issue of the coiiiDat, and, oy the bless­ 
ing of God, we came out. ot the deadly struggle vie- 
lorious, and, with conr-agc proved, sireniith unim­ 
paired, power augmented iiuti our place lixed amoiig 
the uailous secotirl to uouc, we may wiilioul pre- 
sumpiloii say m the civilized world. 
I’rovldem e had 
smiled oil our sacrlltcc uml our exertions, and lu the

Tnus, what in Frnnce, In Spain, as their subse- 
quenl couduct showed, had been an unu.uoly mid 
Ill-judged act 01 political manitestation. had tu Eua- 
lami, as her subsequent conunct showed, been a 
virtual act of war. 
We rcnecievl m at m e uoiifed- 
erates had no ships, no moans of building ships, no 
mechanlcai appliance, no imirliie no legal siaiu.s 
on the sen no open .--eaporw. no possible courw of 
prize, no doinevtic ccnimatid ot the instrum ents 
and agencies of modern maritime w ut-farc. We asked 
ourselves. 
-What would the Queen’s govornment 
have said If the United .siaws had awardetl the 
rights ot heldiiereucy to msurgcriis m liiiKu or lu 
Ireland In the sa iie clrcuuistuiices—that is, on the 
occurrence of :i single act of rebel hostility—and had 
bestowed tmon them iheir only iiieaus of m ari­ 
time as well as len n o n a l warfare ugulust Great 
Britam I” 
In iniih, wMIo In ihe hour of their great trium ph, 
the United States were mauaiiilly liiciinad to senti­ 
m ents of moderation, oolh at hoiu-? and abroad, lor 
HI ntime no man lias siiircrcd deaili for iHdillcal 
causes. We were ihus mo»-c incnueo to inodera-

The influence ot this comtiiton of tiimd 
IS apparent in all the discussions of the subject by 
or nnder tne instruction of tins departm ent diirtng 
the preceding nflmlnisirations of m e government. 
It re.siiltcd m earnest eiTorts on our part to deter­ 
mine me controversy l»y arbiiraiion in the intere-'t 
of pe.-iee and of lutcinaiional good will, which 
eflorts. If promptly met bv the Queen’s Minister in 
the spirit iu wnich they were made would long since 
have removed the jiresent cniitrovorsy from the

tne means of sertllng the question, U seems Irra­ 
tional to insist m at the arbitration snail be a qnaii- 
lled and iimiied one through apprehensions lest, 
poradventiirc, tliere m ight thus be implication th at 
such wrongs bad iwen committed liy tnUmtton. 
and that such Impiteatlon would bo injurious 
to tne honor of the wrong doing government, on 
these jircini.ses aroitralton inav he the means of ad- 
jiisilng im inatenal national wrongs but not nnitonal 
ones; that h to say. If the grievances be *-rious the 
two nations must of necessity go to war, while 
neliner 
(Icblro* it, which would be an absurd 
conclusión. 
Isird 
.Htanley 
and

don appear to have 
seen 
this 
and therefore 
to have regarded the particular qnestlon 
with 
more correct estimations of its incideuta than 
Isird lliissBll, and thereupon to have adm itted 
a* theory comprehensive arbitration ooricerning all 
questions between the govomuients. 
But the con­ 
vention which In this view was negotiated bv tne 
Karl ot Clarendon and .Mr. Reverdr Johnson did not 
prove satisfactory to itie senate of the United States, 
h Is well known to the government of Great imeain 
that the PresPleut and the .senate of the United 
States are distinct powers of the government, asso­ 
ciated 111 the conclusion of treaties ana in the ap­ 
pointment of tmblio officers, but not dopeudeut one 
ou the other, nor of uet-esslty enteitalnlng the same 
o|iinlou nil public qncsttuns. 
Each act Inappropri­ 
ate con vh lions of duly and of right, and the Henate 
Has tho same atisoluU! power to reject a treaty as the 
I rcsideiil has to negotiate one. Of course, it Is not 
neccHsarllf incuinlient on the Ib-esldent to express 
approval or disapproval of an act of tbo Hcnate; 
but the PrceUleut deeina It due to the Hcnate, 
lo

Glner and special reasons for the sam e con- 
cluaions nave ixwn explained in a prevlona des- 
paich. inch, namely, as the time and clrcumstam-.e* 
ol the negotiation, the complex cliai-acter ot ihs 
proposed arbltrnlion. tt* chance agency and result», 
end Its failure to d-term ‘ne say principie or othor- 
wise to fix on H 8iab.e fouuiiatiou the relations of 
two government*. 
The Fresidenti.s not vel prepared to pronounce on 
the QiieHtion of the ludcmuiilcs which ho think* 
were dun by Great Britain lo individual ciilz-iw of 
the United Stale* for the dc'dructlon of their prop­ 
erly l>v relict crutscr* fined out In the porta of 
Groat Itritain. nor is he now prepared to speak of 
the reparation which he thinks due by Ihe British 
govornment for tho longer account of m e vast na­ 
tional Injuries It has inflicted on the United states; 
nor doc* he attem pifnow :o meuHiiie the relative 
effect of me various causes of injury, and whether, 
hy the uotlmely rooogiiltlou of beilig.-rcucy, by 
auflermg Mm fltilug out of rebel cniHcrs, or by the 
supply ol 
ship*, arms and 
niuiiiiions of war 
to the ooiife-lerate* or otherwise In whatever man­ 
ner: nor docs it fall within the scope ot this doMiatch 
to discuss the im ponani changes In the rules of the 
public taw. the desiraOleiieM of whirn has lieeii 
demoDsirateil by lOe incldenia of the last few years, 
now under coii-uderaiiou. and which In vl- w of the 
marlUiiie prominence of Great Brlialn and the 
United .Htates it would befit mom to m ature and pro­ 
pose to the other Htates of rhrlsiem tum . All these 
are Bubje<-U of fiiinre coiiaidcraiiun. wiileh. when 
the time ,’or autlon shall arrive the I’resideni will 
oeukider 
with

and dlspaaslonately, and with a more nnreserred free­ 
dom titan might be used In one addressed directly 
to the Queen’s government, . hat this governinsnt 
•erioaaly considers the uijunca it has sufltered. 
it 
Is not writien in the nature of a claim, for the 
United Htatea now makes no dem ands agam st her 
Msjebty’a government on account of the injuries 
they feel that they have sustained, Althougn the 
United Htates are anxious for a settlem ent on a lib­ 
eral and comprehensive basis of all the queailuns 
which now interfere with the conllal relations 
whicu they desire to exist between tho two gov- 
eruments, they do not now propose or desire to 
set any time for ihU seiMeraent. On the coutrary, 
they prefer to leave that question, and also the more 
im portant questions ol the means and metuod of 
removtng the causes of complaint, of re.storlng the 
much desired relations of perfect cordiality and tbe 
preventing of the probability of like questions 
in the future to the consideration of her Majesty’s 
government. They will, however, be ready when­ 
ever her Majesty’s goverument Shall tuiuk the pro­ 
per lime bos corno lor a renewal of negotiations to 
ciitcrtalii any proposition woicfi that government 
shall tuiuk pr»i>er to present and to apply to such 
propOhitiou.s their earnest and sincere wUffies uud 
endeavors for a solution honcirab.e aud aaUalaciory 
to boto coiiairio.*.

Ht. Uuoiiogo—A T reaty of AniiexaUon from 
Dominica. 
Wc have the pleasure of announcing to our 
rcadcr.s Ibis morning that the copy of a treaty 
of annexation in the name of the republio of 
Djmiuica, tho Spanish end of the island of 
Hayti, or St. Domingo, has been laid before 
the Frosident of the ITnited States for his con- 
siderallou, and that the original document, in 
charge of a delegation of special commis- 
sloner-s, will shortly follow. 
The substance of 
the treaty is the merging of tho Dominican 
republic in the United States as a Territory to 
begin with, our general government being 
ouly reipiired to pay the debts of tho republic, 
which are but a bagatelle. 
Of course, the 
treaty on our part will require an act of Con­ 
gress, a la Texas, or a ratification by a two- 
thirds vole of the Senate; but upon cither 
plan there can be no doubt of suocese. 
Then, we are quite sure, will speedily follow a 
similar treaty with Ilayti, or tho black repub­ 
lic, at the old French end of the island, 
whereby the whole island will be ours—a 
splendid acquisitiun. 
What advantage will be the possession of 
the whole island to the Union? 
It is evi­ 
dent, with a foothold once established in Do­ 
minica, Hayti will soon be seeking our pro­ 
tection. 
Secretary Sewiu-d, while negotiating 
to obtain Samaua Bay, showed conclusively 
that its poseasion would save an Immense ex­ 
pense In managing our naval matters. 
Ho 
then ssld:—“Samana Bay is tho Gibraltar of 
tho West, and its poasession will make us the 
Argus of the seas.” 
The i.sland is capable of 
supporting five timos its present population, 
and vast wealth lies la its magnificent forests 
of cabinet woods, its soil and its mines. 
Ita 
possession furnishes the key to the Gulf, and 
is the only one of the great Antilles that can 
be acquired without the hazard of war with a 
foreign nation. 
On either side of the island 
are the great inlets from tho Atlantic to the 
tropical seas. 
In the event of a foreign war 
the possession of a point commanding both tho 
Windward and Mona pa.ssage must be an 
immense advantage. 
Slavery is abolished, 
and no political distinction exists on account 
of race or color. 
Tho objections to annexa­ 
tion Ecem to I>e a di.slike to mingling with 
Ihoir internal fends; for there is 
reason 
to believe that the enemies of tho gov­ 
ernment of Baez arc opposed to tho United 
.Stale.s. 
It is urged, too, that the offer of an­ 
nexation docs not come solely from tho 
natives, but from Americans, who have inte­ 
rests in the island and desire the protection 
of this government. 
Both objections may have 
foundation in fact, but tho one oftenest urged 
is to acquiring more territory, claiming that 
wc already have more than enough. 
Have 
we ever acquired a foot of territory that has 
not been a positive good to ourselves and to 
mankind? 
Annexation is no crime when it is 
the substitution of a just and vigorous govern­ 
ment for a wioked and worthless one. 
Hat 
not a nation the right to be aggressive, and set 
its feel wbtrovor it can curry something better 
than it supplants? The liberties of an individual 
arc abridged by the interests of the State ; and 
the liberties of each particular State must yield 
to tho coininon intorests of humanity; and 
shall we not accept the conclusion that tho 
same right ex.sls in well ordered nations to 
coerce the vicious and disorderly nations as 
exists in separate coniinunlliet to punish indi­ 
vidual criminals'? 
We remember the opposi­ 
tion to the Mexican war and the territory ac­ 
quired thereby; but without that war where 
wguld now b« our Facific posseaaious ? Cali­ 
fornia would have been now, as then, the hunt­ 
ing ground of Indians and an asylum for half- 
brccd outlaws. 
Our Pacific coast is proof that 
the gravest errors of the worst governed 
American State cannot l>e compared with tho 
lawless liccn.se of Mexico or the degonurato 
folly of Spain. 
This, however, may be considered aa a 
judgment pronouncoil upon the ultimate oon- 
•oqnoncoa, rather than upon tho immediate 
motives. 
But who does not believe that the 
United Statea onoe in poMCSiion of Mexico, 
Cuba or St. Doaüngo, propertj would riae 


twolbld in value, that 1 ^ wonld become 
comparatively secure, that order would surely 
triumph over disorder, industry over idle­ 
ness, justice over crime, and the result be 
a positive good to mankind ? Tha shadow of 
tho United States will stretch lUrther South; 
insurrection will not always devastate Cuba ; 
St. Domingo will not always be rent by inter­ 
nal strife; revolution will ceaso to waste the 
empire of Montexuma, and the falling republics 
of Central America will not forever bo a temp­ 
tation by their weakness to the attacks of law­ 
less rufllans. Over all theae countries annexa­ 
tion to “tho gimat républio" is written In tho 
book of “ manifest destiny," and St. Domingo, 
the favorite island of Columbus, will be a good 
beginning.

The latest from Spain leaves na still in 
doubt, but it reveals something in the shape 
of progress. 
The government Is nnmUtakably 
strong. 
Prim and Serrano seem to bo getting 
on together; and Topete, as Vico President of 
the Cortes, does not appear to be giving the 
government unnecessary trouble. 
The army 
is still obedient and recognizes Prim as its 
chief. 
On the surface tbcro is not much more 
than a ripple. 
It is not to ba denied, however, that beneath 
the surface there are forces at work which, if 
they should combine, may lead to a dangerous 
explosion. 
Spain to-day, whatever it locks, 
does not lack combustible material. The repub­ 
licans and the Carlista and the Isabellinos are 
held under; but they are not satisfied. 
The 
unionists and tho progresistas have so far 
kept pretty well together; but how long this 
fu.iion is to last it Is hard to tell. 
If by any 
chanco the unionists and tho progresistas 
should soparate the presumption is that such a 
union of the outside forces wowld take place 
as would make short work with Prim and give 
us results as strange as they would be alarm­ 
ing. 
Alone, the Carlista are powerless. 
It is 
not otherwise with the republicans and with 
those who cling to tho skirts of Is.abella. 
An­ 
archy has been delayed by the firm front which 
tho government has been able hitherto to pre­ 
sent, 
Serrano, the sworn friend of Montpon- 
sier, has been yielding to Prim. 
Prim has done 
his best to secure the election to the throne of 
the Duke of Genoa. The Emperor of Franco has 
boon rather favorable to the Duko—a fact which 
in our judgment goes far to explain the 
inaction of the unionists. 
It begins now to 
appear that the Duke of Genoa cannot bo had. 
The Spanish people do not want him. 
The 
rccomraeadation of Napoleon, so Inr as the 
mas.s of the people are concerned, is rather 
against tho Duke than in his favor. 
The 
Duke’s mother is opposed to her son becoming 
King of Spain. 
King Victor Emanuel will not 
give bis consent. 
The boy’.s friends see that 
the throne would bo more likely to prove an 
altar than a scat of honor and power. 
Prim 
has not yet abandoned all hope; but we must 
not forgot that Prim is tho only one who would 
be likely to win anything from the appoint­ 
ment. 
The Duke of Genoa on the throne. 
Prim would remain in charge of tho army; 
would practically be dictator of tho kingdom, 
and would give but small room to his rivals. 
Prim has had sufllclcnt lime to carry out his 
schemes and to make good tals purposes. 
But 
he has not been successful, and the promise is 
not good. 
If the Duke’s mother will not con­ 
sent, and if tho King of Italy, his uncle and 
guardian, will not cons, nt, Prim’s candidate 
must be thrown overboard. 
That the Duke is 
about to be abandoned is already a conviction 
on the p.art of many. 
Prim says there is 
hope; but it is necessary for Prim so to speak 
until ho can cover his retreat and intrench 
himself In some new position. 
A telegram 
received late last night regarding the Duke of 
Genoa, the notion taken by his family and the 
hopes of his friends, leaves the situation as it 
was. 
The rumor that Montpcnsicr and Queen 
Isabella have become reconciled may not be 
true in the exact sense in which we have it 
stated; but the rumor is not the less, on that 
account, full of Importaoco. 
It indicates that 
the tide is rolling in a new direction. 
It has 
long bsen our opinion that the Prince of tho 
Asturias, the son and 
heir 
of Isabella, 
might be fallen back upon aa a last resort, 
and that he more than any other of the candi­ 
dates might command the Bufirrages of the 
Spanish people. 
The Priiico is a buy of only 
twelve Bummers. He is a Bourbon, to be sure, 
but a Bonrboa is not necessarily bad. 
In 
proper hands the Prince might grow 
and 
become a good man and not a bad king. The 
question Is, who should bo his guardian ? 
During his minority who would rule Spain ? 
Rumor says the Duke of Montpensier is not 
unwilling to take that 
position. 
Tliis, of 
course, implies that .Montpensier has withdrawn 
himself as a candidate for tho throne. 
If 
Genoa and Montpensier both disappear as 
candidatca the 
Prince 
of 
tho 
Asturias 
becomes a good name, 
it is our opinion that 
Spain would rally around «hat name as fast as 
around any other. 
The nation Is sick of un­ 
certainty. 
Any change almost would bo a 
relief. 
The most important question which 
the Prince’s candidature raiiasis who would be 
his guardian ? Would Prim submit to Mont- 
pensier ? 
Will Prim, who has now command 
of the army, yield up all power to a man who 
be knowB hates hliii ? 
It is not Impossible. 
It is a matter for compromise. 
If Montpensier 
will leave Prim In command of the army. Prim 
will have no good reason to object. 
In such a 
case Serrano would retire, Init Serrano would 
not be unwilling to take this course If Spain 
were satisfied. 
These, however, are but speculations. Prim 
may not aet so wisely. 
Montjtensier may 
reftise to act with him. 
Prim and the pro­ 
gresistas may fling themselves into the hands 
of the republicans. 
A republic In spite of 
all Prim’s protestations to tho contrary may 
be proclaimed. 
The 
unionists 
may rally 
anmnd them the Carlists and the Isabellinos ; 
the government may break up ; the army 
may become disorganized ; the factions may 
appeal to the sword. 
Anarchy is as probable 
as any other result. 
One thing it is now safe 
to sty, a crisis is at hand.

President Grant, In accordance 
with a Senate resolution, sent yesterday the 
whole of the oorrespondonce on the subject to 
that body. 
The correspondence la extremely 
lengthy, though comprising that portion of it 
only commencing with the date of Secretary 
Fish’s instructions to Minister Motley, Sep­ 
tember 2.5, 1869. 
In this letter of instructions 
the Secretary states that the claims were not 
then in a condition most hopeful for negotia­ 
tion, 
and expresses dissatisfaction thereat 
and at the tardiness of the British govern­ 
ment 
in 
coming 
to 
a 
settlement 
of 
this vexed 
question. 
In 
reply 
Lord 
Clarendon, 
under 
date 
of 
November 
6, 1869, addressed to Mr. Thornton, says 
that Secretary Fish makes no proposition as to 
the manner in which the dissatisfaction ex­ 
pressed by him may be remedied. 
To the 
hope expressed by the President that her 
Meyesty’s government will conduct flirther ne­ 
gotiations at Washington, Lord Clarendon 
says tkat the British government will be ready 
to co-operate in any honorable manner to effect 
a satisfactory adjustment of the diffloulty. 
These are mere words of diplomacy, and can­ 
not be taken as an acceptance of the Presi­ 
dent's proposition. 
The country is weary of 
this Interminable controversy, and it is to be 
hoped that the Senate, now that the whole 
subject is again before it, will bring it to a 
peaceful but honorable issiic. 
The corres­ 
pondence, lengthy as it is, will repay a pe­ 
rusal. 


.««IinirnI Porter on the N avy. 
Admiral Porter’s opinions on the navy are 
remarkable from such a source. They amount 
to little less than a declaration from one who 
shoiJd be thoroughly informed that our navy 
is practically worthless for the only sort of 
war in which we are at all likely to engage. 
All tho policy, then, that has prevailed in our 
Navy Department since the rebellion was 
crushed has been erroneous, and all the money 
spent is wasted, so far as relates to the future 
use of the ships built. 
In a war with France 
or England thirty ships like those now in use 
on the French Atlantic line would be a more 
effective force than uU our tremendous moni­ 
tors, and ingenious and oipensive iron-clada 
generally. 
This is tho grand argument in favor of en­ 
couraging onco more the growth of American 
Bliippiug—'that there may be built in the mer­ 
cantile marine ships best fitted for war, which 
the government may have ready made when 
war breaks out. 
The Admiral favors the giv­ 
ing of subsidies with this view, and certainly 
this is the strongest argument in their favor. 
Our national policy in regard to armies might 
thus find an analogue in tho policy with regard 
to a navy. 
We refuse to keep great armies, 
but wo encourage that development of military 
spirit among the people that enables the gov­ 
ernment to call out for any emergency an army 
educated at private expense. 
So if instead of 
building a navy we encourage commerce we 
shall find tho best of all navies ready for use 
w hen needed. 


A New A lly fob Lopez.—An unexpected 
enemy has made its appearance in tho camp 
of the allied army operating against Lopez. 
According to our latest nows the vomito has 
broken out among the troops. 
From the fact 
that they are ill-prepared to meet this severe 
visitation, and aA a good distance removed 
from their base of supplies, the vomito may 
operate seriously in decimating the Brazilian 
ranks, and thus prove a very serviceable ally 
in aid of Lopez. 
The annonncoment is again 
made that Lopez has fied to Bolivia. 
How 
many times similar statements have been made 
regarding the course of this remarkable man it 
is impossible to say. 
However, there is ao 
object in putting forth such an announcement 
now. 
As sickness has broken out in the 
allied army, thus impairing its usefulness and 
reducing its numbers, It has been found neces­ 
sary to make some assertion that would, In a 
measure, balance with the sioknoss. With this 
object in view, possibly, Lopez’s flight to BoU- 
viz has been conceived. 
If Lopez could have 
been destroyed by despatches detailing his 
defeats, flights, cruelties and escapes he would 
Lave passed out of o.xisteQoe ere now. 


Tnz PoBTAL Telegraph System was the 
subject of an able speech, made in the ilonae 
of Representatives yesterday, by Mr. Wash- 
burne, of WiHconsln, in advo cacy of the pro­ 
position now before Congress, that the govern­ 
ment should undertake the telegraph business 
of the country in conjunction with the postal 
service. 
The benefits which must accrue to 
the government and to the whole people of the 
United Statea by the conjunction of these two 
services ought to be apparent enough to disarm 
tho opposiUon of the most captious legislators. 
All the European governments have adopted 
tho system, with great benefit to govemmento 
and people. 
We hope soon to see the pro­ 
posed plan adopted by the government of the 
United States. 


I n Stocks.—J uries have no sympathy with 
would-be sharps who turn out to be flats. Such 
is the moral of the verdict in the ease of Haw­ 
kins against Bliss. 
Hawkins supposing him­ 
self in possession of some special knowledge 
as to the value of a certain stock, invested, ex­ 
pecting something more than legitimate gains. 
It turnad out he was duped in regard to the 
special knowledge; be lost hla investment,

braced royalty in its most concentrated Impe­ 
rialism, beauty in its moat attractive form, 
dress costume of the very latest styles and 
jewels and gold in a sheen of dazzling bewilder­ 
ment. 
An Empress was there from France, 
and tho “ Hearts of Oak" of “merrie England" 
were represented by a number of Queen Victo­ 
ria’s “ middles," “ fresh” from deck and de­ 
lighted beyond measure. 
Onco Inside the viceregal mansion, every 
person found himself at home. 
There were, in 
the words of the writer, “ waves of muslin and 
gauze,” and carriages were ordered at “two in 
the morning," and afterwards. Of what trans­ 
pired in tho in terv al-the/¿tó itself-our read­ 
ers must learn from tho letter. 
In it they will 
find that an American bride gave tone to tho 
very ton of royalty by her appearance, her 
dress, her jewels and graceful bearing—a note­ 
worthy fact, and highly complimentary to the 
refining influence of tho true democracy of the 
youngest nation of the earth, when presented 
worthily abroad, oven in tho palaces of tho 
most ancient and historic land. 
The most thrilling and complete picture 
which has flowed from the jien of Byron is 
that in which he paints a ballroom scene in 
Brussels during tho night which preceded tho 
battle of Waterloo, when “lamps shone o’er 
fair women and bravo men,” and “ eyes looked 
love to eyes which spake again,” and when lie 
tolls of its sudden effaccmeut by the “cannon’s 
opening roar," the “mounting in hot haste,” 
the “swiftly forming in tho ranks of war,” with 
the sad finale of “ rider and horse, triend and 
foe, in one red burial blent.” 
The next to this in point and effect is that 
given in plain prose by tho IIekald writer to­ 
day, lolling of tho Viceroy’s entertainment ot 
Ismailia, but happily lacking the tragedy. The 
sudden breaking up of the ball at Bniasols led 
to the fall of “ tho greatest, not tho worst of 
men." The ball at Ismailia tends, as will bo 
seen, to secure and confirm the rule of a man 
who has shown himself great by his “ marking 
of time" in and with the march of the world’s 
progreas.

Baogage Smashing E xtuaordinabt.—Our 
rajlroads are surely very badly managed 
when it costs a man four thounand dollars 
to get from Albany to Niagara. 
Yet this is 
what it is DOW likely to cost a traveller who 
made the trip tho other day. 
His trunks were 
robbed of valuables to a great am ount-his 
wife’s wardrobe. 
No clue is found to the rob­ 
bers, nor will the company reimburse the pas­ 
senger, and be offers four thousand dollars for 
the return of what was stolen. 
The company 
is responsible, however, il' he can prove his 
loss. 
Railroad companies stand in these cases 
on the printed contract on the ticket that they 
will not be responsible for baggage beyond 
a hundred dollars in value. 
But this is a con­ 
tract that does not receive tho assent of tho 
traveller. 
Ho buys a ticket with this on, not 
because he assents to it, but because he can­ 
not buy any other ticket. 
Men must some­ 
times travel with valuables in their trnnks. 
The company will not permit the traveller to 
take bis trunks in the passenger oar, neither 
will it permit him to ride in the car where the 
trunks are placed. 
It thus, for its own con­ 
venience, prevents him seeing personally to 
the safety of his property, and thereby takes 
upon itself to be roaponsiblc for It.

TUe «pilgrioi Fnihor*»»» D lnneiw P irnoa(li 
Rock Not the Placa. 
We givS this morning as much space as we 
can spare to tho proceedings last night of tho 
New England Pilgrims’ dinner at Delinonico’B. 
Among the most interesting blHtorical revela­ 
tions on the occasion wore those of Mayor 
llall touching the landing of tho Mayflower. 
From Bancroft it was shown by tho Mayor 
that the first point touched on the American 
coast by said ship was “ Billingsgato Point, ut 
the bottom of the bay of Capo Cod,” and the 
real destination of tho ship was “ Hudson’s 
river,” but that their putting into Cape Cod 
Bay was partly by reason of a storm, “ but 
(according to Morton’s Memorial, 1669) moro 
especially by the fraudulency and contrivaiicn 
of the aforesaid Mr. Jones,” nianter of the 
ship, who was bought off by the Dutch, thry 
“ having thoughts about the same time of 
erecting a plantation there ( ‘Hudson’s river’) 
likewiso.” Thus we see that Plymouth Rock, 
like the stories of Romulus and Rcmua, 
WiUiam Tell, Prince Arthur and Proster John, 
tried in the crucible of facts, is In danger of 
being reduced to a fiction. 
By the sama 
token—the records of hRtory—the beantiftil 
thought of Mrs. Hemans touching the fore­ 
fathers of “ the bottom of the bay of Capo 
Cod,” to w i t : - 
Ttipy left unstained wlmt thcro tiiey found. 
Freedom lo woraUip God, 
is upset by the drowning and burning of 
certain witches and Quakers. 
Moreover, “ tha 
aforesaid Mr. Jouea,” master of the Maytlower, 
was thirteen years behind Captain John Smith 
and his landing at Jamestown, Virginia, so 
that Jones, in tho planting of tho first socdn 
of our great republio, is a mere pretender by 
the side of Smith. 
Lastly, wo have reason to 
be thankful that “by the fraudulency and con­

The L ottery Polluy W ar and the L ottery 
noeinciM la TbU C ity -A Fearliil NuUuure. 
Between the Hon. Ben Wood and the Hon, 
John Morrissey, each as tho champion of hia 
clan, a conflict in our Supremo Court, very 
much like a fight in tho pugilistic ring, has 
been in progreas 
for some timo for tho 
monopoly of the lottery policy business, which 
is carried on In this city in defiance of our 
State laws, in the sale of tickets issued in tho 
names of various lottery shops in other Stales. 
First, from Judge Cardozo, of the Supremo 
Court, an order i» obtained appointiug the 
Hon. Bun Wood receiver of all this lottery 
business; next, from Judge Barnard, of tho 
same court, an order is issued appointing tho 
Hon. John Morrissey receiver, by whom thu 
business is sold out to one Willi.un L. Sim­ 
mons; next an order is issued from Judge 
Cardozo appointing Hon. Bon Wood receiver, 
general and absolute, to scttla up tho whole 
business, and so the matter at preseut stands— 
Wood having all tho advantages of the lateBt 
order from tho court. 
It is rumored, how­ 
ever, that the next proceeding in the premise» 
will probably be an order from Judge Barnard 
designating some new receiver tosettio up and 
abolish this whole business, as iu violation of 
the laws of tho State. 
If we understand tho acope of these anti- 
lottory laws, an order providing for tho imnio- 
diate abolition of all those policy shops was 
the only proper course for any judge of any 
New York court to take upon the subject when 
brought before him. 
For weeks past, how­ 
ever, and incidentally for years, our dis­ 
pensers of the law have been acting upon 
this lottery buslness as if legally established 
among us. 
Thus every judge concerned, and 
wo know not how many are impllcatod, is 
clearly open to impeachment and ita pains and 
penalties, in having dealt from time to time 
with these lottery gambling shops as outitled 
to tho recognition, regulation and protection 
of our courts in the prosecution of their unlaw­ 
ful biiBinesH, 
There should be an end of all thi.s, and 
Judge Barnard can do no better service to 
the public than to sweep those demoralizing 
policy shops from the island. 
The tickets iu 
wlilch they deal como from tho authorized lot­ 
teries In tho States of Missouri, Kentucky, 
Delaware, Georgia and Louisiana; but they 
aro no more lawful in New York than is an 
Indiana divorce or Mormon polygamy. 
The 
United States government recognizes these 
lotteries in the .States in which thoy aro 
established aud in tho Statea in which their 
tickets am sold by a tax on them ; but even 
upon this head it appears that tho govern­ 
ment has not been jiaiJ by many thousands 
of dollars the taxes due from llio simps ia 
this city. 
From tho last affidavit of tliu 
Wootl parly it appears that the lottery 
agencies of this city, involved in theae Supreme 
Court litigations, aro embodied in one hun­ 
dred and twenty shares; that John Mor- 
rissey and Zachariah E. Simmons sold out 
recently fo Wood their interest (loss we infer 
than ono-fourlh of tbo wholo couccrn) for the 
sum of two hundred thousand dollars; that 
another Individual of tbo Morri<«8cy clan sold 
out len shares for the sum of rixty thousand 
dollars, retaining a lien tliereoii for upw.trds of 
flfly thousand doll.ars; that tliis business in 
the aggregate a nounts lo sevcr.tl millions of 
dollars in this city. 
Outside of thisaffidaut 
wo am Infonned that the sales of these lottery 
tickets in this oity average about t'Aenty thou­ 
sand dollars a day, say for throe hundred days 
in the your, which amounts annually to six 
millions of dollars; that deducting the cusfs of 
the numoi'ous dens and employi^s ot tho mana­ 
gers engaged, and incidonlal expenso*, tho 
sales may be set down as pretty much all clear 
profit—tho priz s occasionally allowed being 
only a part of the busliicss to sllniulato salet 
where thoy may bo falling off—llml tlmiisan.la 
of young men are ruined by this species of 
gambling, and hundreds of poor fauiifies aro 
reduced lo waul from tho iufaluatioii of fathers 
and mothers In Iheso piirchuu's of lottery 
tickots; that even rosiieclnhlo merchants aud 
professional men, supposed to have more sensu 
than the foolish iiogroos of Laurens stroot, am 
■oraetiines wrecked in fhesi* policy shojm. 
Surely there is a fearful margin for tho 
Increase of poverty and crime In the sales of 
these lottsry gambling obecln to ths «JttajBt 
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of six million» of dollar» a yew. The b u ^ esi 
has, in fact, become a terrible nuiaaace, of the 
Peter hhink order, calling urgently for tbe 
Intervention of the strong arm of the law for 
its abatement. 
If Judge Rarnard, therefore, 
would do thia community a great and memora­ 
ble sorvioe he will at once proceed to sweep 
the whole batch of these lottery policy shops 
from this island. When the gamblers oon- 
cerned have the audacity and the powor to 
bring our courts of law into their squabbles 
over the spoils surely the time has come for a 
general cleariuj out. 


P nsbinff a C ase. 
Wo are glad to observe that the Police Com­ 
missioners are sensitive.in regard to the recent 
appointment on the police of ono of the light- 
flngered fraternity, and that, not satisfied with 
getting rid of the rogue, they also want to get 
rid of tho miscUeivous facts in their system to 
which his appoiatment was due. It may bo 
remembered that the Captain of the Thirlertiilh 
precinct had reported that tho rogue was “a 
man of good character and reputation." Ho 
has been placed on trial for that doreliction of 
duty, and already the trial has shown the real 
evil. This evil is that no r ul Investigation is 
made into the character of a candidate fur a 
place on tho police. The investigation is 
formal merely. Thus when an application for 
appointment comes before the Commissioners 
they refer it to the S.iperintendent to have 
Inquiry made into the man’s previous hi-'tory. 
Tho Supcriutcudenl refers tiia inquiry and the 
papers to tho captaiu of tlio precinct in which 
tho man lives, and the captain of the precinct 
refers them to some su’ooriliua' ). If the sub­ 
ordinate happens to he a croiiy and boon com­ 
panion of t!io candidate, or has hemx properly 
interviewed, all tho better for tho candidate’s 
chances. 
If not, then tho subordlualo goes 
out and stands on iho corner till somohody 
comes along and assures him that the min- 
didate is an “excellent young man." Then 
tho papers go back just the route they came, 
and the candidate, rogue or no rogue, gels bis 
appointment. 
In the present case the Com­ 
missioners have pursued tho investigation lo 
the point at which the subordinate was aesured 
that the candidate was “ an excellent young 
man.’’ The person who gave tliis assurance 
was also a policeman, and he is the next ¡>er- 
80U for trial. It Is in its way a comoiontury 
on political life among us that the candidate 
for appointment—a known thief—had tt-slimo- 
nials to his good character, signed by the 
roprosoiitative of his district in the State Logis- 
laturo, by the Prosidcnt of the Board of Alder­ 
men and by a rolico Justice. A remedy for 
any lengthened service in tho force by unwor­ 
thy mombera who surrcptitiously enter It may 
bo found in an order from the Siiperinlendent, 
published in another place. It requires a 
monthly report to be made by captains of the 
number of men under their command, their 
rank and claas of duty, where they reside, and 
whether married or single. 
If tho order was 
framed with this intent it is to he hoped it will 
be found effectual.

The Spanish governm ent has ordered that the par- 
liumontary elections to flll the seats rem aining 
vacant in Corles shall he held on tho 30th day of 
January, 1870. 
X'his stop u taken so as to secure, as 
la hoped, the return of m embers favorable to the 
throne policy of the executive, and thus give a Icg- 
isluilve majority lor the election of the Duke. 
The parliam entary elections will be very hotly 
oonteated by the oppoeltlon. The new spaper press 
uaautmously dem auds th at electlous shall he first 
held for the dlttereut municipal councils, so as to 
lliu» term inate the existm g unconstitutional situ a­ 
tion, the present ninniclpalltlea having been lllegaUy 
appointed by the govommoiit. 
The Ministers, having concluded hinting at tne 
m atter of an excursion to the m ountains near 
Toledo, nave ordered the services of 300 men of the 
Uuards, with a oattadon of Infantry of the Une, on 
duty to accompany the cortege, so os to protect the 
Ministerial party. This excursion, contrasting as It 
does in such a m arked m anner with the widespread 
mlseiT existm g m the caplUl, has produced a very 
palniul Impression on the public mmu.

In a series of special loiters from the Holy 
City, published this morning, we chronicle the 
organization of the Council of the Vatican.

He then started for Suiffens- 
burg with the Intention of taking the cars, but before 
he could leave the amhorltiew arrested him. auspi 
cion having been prevlous'y Rroused by tho con­ 
tinued absence of stahm .

luuirfcre. He met his fate with great courage snd 
resignation, declaring tiiat If his crime could be ex­ 
piated by h u death he was happy to die. But few 
persons were present at the execution, which was 
unstieuded by more than the ordinary solemnity, 
Titus dying easily and without unusual siruggllug.

The entire front of the huildliig which m ust It be 
reiueinbered w as -JiO leot long, was divided into a 
great hall, and tw o large rooms on each side of it.

The entire m orning and m ost of tho afternoon of 
yesterday w as 
taken 
up by counsel 
on 
the 
part ot the defence aud the prosecution in snm m lug 
up or addressing the Jury, w ho have been so p atien t 
since last Thursday as to evoke general com m ent, 
m the case of John Dickey on trial for the m urder of 
bis wife, Mary Anu Dickey, in the Borgea County 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, a t H ackensack, N. J. 
Crowds thronged the room, and made Ingress and 
egress a m atter of impossibility, and am ong these, 
although the day w as very storm y, wore many la­ 
dles, who listened to tho argum cuta w ith evident 
iuteresL 
E x-Jndge Charles II. Voorhles, who ha.9 displayed 
signal ability In the discharge of a duty assigned 
him by th e Court m the defence ol Dickey, proceeded 
at nine o’clock to address the jury and consum ed 
thv, entire morning. 
Ho w as Ingenious, elaborate 
and eloquent, holding m ar. from circum stances and 
facts deduced, 
the principal 
w itnesses 
of 
tho 
S tate—W illiam 
J. Mooney and 
M argaret 
Jan e 
Dickey, the prisoner’s d aughter—could n o t be be­ 
lieved; m a word, their stateraentó w ere manufac- 
lured for the occasion, and th a t the w ounds received 
by Coliu Colquhun and Mary A na Dickey, from 
which they died, were given them w hile they w ere 
m tho commission or about to com m it the act of 
adultery. This theory the counsel clatm ea th a t the 
lestlm onyof Dr. Crary established w ithout a doubt 
to be the truth. In concluslou he asked for a verdict 
of acquittal or one of m anslaughter. 
M. M. Kuapp, of UackcnaacR, for the Btatc, then 
followed and occupied the attenO on ot the jury for 
tw o hours uud a half. Step by step, piece by piece, 
he review ed the testim ony adduced d uring the trial, 
and held up the statem ents of the witnesses Mooney 
a n a the prisoner’s daughter to them in every aspect. 
Ho review ed the character* of Dickey as established 
by the evidence, and characterized the attem p t of 
counsel on tho other side to besm atter the dead 
scandal, to blackeu virtue th a t a m urderer 


m lerest, and his allusions a t tim es to the sacrodness 
or family obligations, the tyrauny of huanau<U, the 
heroic girl, M argaret, and her m urdered m other, 
brought tears to m any eyes. It w as an argum ent 
logical, conclusive and eloquent, and seemingly 
made a g reat im pression upon the jury. 
Judge Bedlo then commenced to charge the jury 
npon the law and evidence In the case, alluding to 
every portion of the incidents of the crim e, as de­ 
veloped. aud a t five o’clock the ju ry retired to 
deliberate upon a verdict, scores being about the 
court room a t that hour, hoping to soou be able to 
know the last act of this tearful tragedy. 
The scenes in the court room aftei the jury retir» 
w ere Im pressive and suggestive. Men of gray hair 
and years three.score aud ten. w ith youths o 
tender ago, rem ained, hoping to soon know thi 
fate of the m an whose crim e has m ade them for the 
p ast week to shudder. A t six o’clock Judge Bedle 
adjourned the court until the Jury should agree, and 
th a t im portant evjent lu the trial to be Intim ated Co 
the villagers by lie ringing of the court house bolL 
Supper b ad hardly been eaten a t the neighboring 
hotels belore messcngeni and the s o le r n tones of 
too bell aunouuced th at the fate of John Dickey hod 
been decided upon. At twenty-flve m inutes p ast six 
o’clock the court room, crowded In every nook and 
corner, w ith District .Yttorney ACkerson and M. M, 
Knapp, representing the State, and the counsel for 
the defence preseut, m e jury, one by odj. w ith 
solemn faces and m oasnred steps, took the places 
tiiatsiu ce last Thur-.day they have so paiienlly 
filled.

told the Sheriff to bring up the defendant D lcicv. 
Tbe venerable clerk of the court, Mr. Blauvelt, stood

serious and 
contem plative. 
Dickey

and. for the flrst tlmo during the serious ordeal, 
manlfeated Ills nervousness by excessive tw ltchm ga 
of tats face. 
The jury w ere culled, w hen again the 
Court spoke, advising ‘‘the defendant to stand u p .” 
Dickey Obeyed the order, and tne Jury arising to 
their feet. Clerk Blauvelt p u t the «iiiestloa, "Aud 
now find you, gentlem en of the Jury, is the prisoner 
guilty or not guilty t” 
"Onilty of m urder in the flrst degree,” cam e from 
the foreman, (Jarrete A. Herring, amid a stleuce in­ 
dicative of the interest th a t had been excited and 
maintained during the entire trial. The convicted 
m urderer was rem anded a t once, and lu the act ot 
Ills leaving the room in charge of Hlienff Van Rlar- 
com and an ofllcer, m anliested some emotion and 
extrem e seriousness. Tho sickly smile aud m eagre 
tear.9 told more of the w orkings of hi9 heart than 
hum an foresight had yet before the Ingeuulty to 
conjecture. 
The Court then, la a few expressive scntenocs, 
again ihauked m e jurors for tb a .r’patience, care and 
attention, and discharged them. 
Bergen county never lu lu experience has know n 
a trial th a t reveale<l so m uch of liearilessnes», so 
much of cruelty aud m ia o iy -th e Infamy after a wile 
has lieen slam by the hand of her husband to a t­ 
tem pt to hide the crime behind a foul sm irch upon 
tbe fair name of the wife of hta bosom and the 
m other of his ch.ldren.

Hence the United states felt constrained at the time 
to regard the proclamation as the sign of a purpose 
of unfriendliness to tliein and of friendliness to the 
insurgents, wluch purpose coald not fail to agravate 
nil the evils of tne pending contest, to strengthen 
the insurgents aud to embarrass tue legitimate gov- 
ernment.

A spectacle was thus presented without 
precedent or parallel in tne history of civilized na- 
tions. Great Britain, aitauugu me professed friend

and equipped 
in her ports to cruise against me merchant 
ships of tna United states, and to burn and destroy 
them until our maritime commerce was swept irom 
me ocean. The merchant vessels were destroyed 
particularly by captors who had no ports of their 
own In whicn to relit or to condemn prizes, and 
whose only nationality was the quarter decus of 
tiieir ships, built and despatched to sea. and, 
though seldom in name, ttill professedly owned in 
Great Britain. Karl itiisscl! truly said, '-it so hap- 
pens (hat in this contact tiio oonfederatcs nave no 
ports except those of tue Mersey and the Clyde 
irom which to send out amps to cruise against the 
federal:!." The number of our slupa tans directly 
destroyed amounted 10 nearly two hundred, aud the 
value of property to many millions. Indirectly the 
effect was to increase the rate of insurance m the 
United States, to dimmish exports ana imports aua 
otherwise obstruct domestic industry and produc- 
tion, and to take away from tue Cnited States its 
Immense lorelgn commerce and to transfer this to 
the merchant vessels of Great lirltam; so that while 
m the year 1860 the forelcn merchant tonnage of the 
United States amounted to 2,5-1,6,237 tons, misea It 
had sunn to 1,492,023 tons. This depreciation Is 
lepresented by a corresponding Increase m the ton- 
nage of Great Britain during the same period to the 
amount of 1,120,C50 tons, and the amount of com- 
merce abstracted from the United States and trans- 
ferred to Great Britain during the same period is m 
anil creater proportion. Thus, in etlect, war against

Britain bv tne official agents o! the insuruents, 
on the laud It was in use manner the munitions 
of war and the wealth drawn by the Insurgents 
from Great Britain which enabled them to with- 
stand, year alter year, tae arms of tlie United states. 
In the niidft of all this remonstrances of the govern- 
ment of the United States were prompt, earnest and 
persisteut. Our Minister ia London appealed to tae 
international amity of the British goveroScnE. Ee 
called on It to discharge its obligations of neutral- 
ity, us invoked the aid of the municipal laws or 
GreaC Britain.

House of Commons. The Queen's Ministers excused 
themselves by alleged defects in the municipal law 
of the country. Learned counsel either advised that 
the wrongs committed did not constitntc violations 
or the municipal law or else gave sanction to artful 
devices of deceit to cover up such vioiatior.s of IK.V/, 
and, strange tD say, the courts of Baslurid or of 
fccotland, u» to the very lushest, were occupied 
month after month with Judicial technicalities oi 
statute constructions in this respect, while the 
Queen's government itself, including the omnipotent 
t'ar!ia:uent, which migat nave settled these questions 
in one liour by appropriate learislatioa, sat wittuoidecl 
arms, as if uumiudtui ot its international obligations, 
aud suffered ship alter snip to be constructed m its 
ports to ware war on the United States.

Vi'neii the deiocM of the existing laws of Parlia- 
ment had become apparent the government of the 
United Slates earnest.y entreateu the.Queen's Minis- 
ters to provide tne required remedy, as it woald have 
been easy to ao by a proper act of Parliament. Dat 
tiiis the queen's government refused. The United 
btates, at an early day ia their history, had set the 
example of repressing violations of neutrality to 
the prejudice of Great Britain by ttieir 
own 
tiutn.jrity, and in the discharge of their own 
national duty without waiting for the assistance 
ot muaici'jal statute, 
'ihey alterward enacted 
such statutes for tneir own convenience and as an 
attestation or tneir good faith toward other nations: 
and oa special occasions where defects were per- 
ceived in such cases we enacted new ones to meet 
tne case, nut deeming that buch legislation was de- 
rogatory to our public dignity, bat on the contrary 
couce.ving that m so doing we best consulted the 
highest dictates of national <H;rnny, sell-rcspecs anil 
public honor, and if Great Britain had so under- 
stooa her national duty on this occasion she would 
have done much to save the countries irom the 
present controversy aad all its possible conse- 
quences. 
Once betors m its intercourse with 
tue United states tne Queen's government had fallen 
into tne error of assuming that municipal laws cou- 
»tiiute tiie measure of international rights and obli- 
gations. That is to sav, when official agents of the 
iinttsn government attempted" to enlist military re- 
cruits in the central counties of 1'rusaia, the United 
Srates and elsewhere lor service agdiust Kussia, on 
the hypothesis that if the prohibitions of municipal 
law could be evade J that would sailice. overlooking 
tiie paramount considerations of tiie respect due 10 
the sovereign nirhts of tils neutral Power, so on the 
present occasion the Queen's Ministers seem to 
nave committed tue error of assuming that they 
needed not to look beyoud their own local laws, ex- 
ecuted for tueir own domcsric convenience, anil 
might under cover of tae deiicienctes ol that law 
disregard their sovereign dunes toward another 
sovereign Power. 


.Nor was it in. our Judgment any adequate excuse 


for the tiucen's Ministers, who profess extreme ten- 
derness of private rurhts, or apprehension of aullous 
lor damages in case ol any attempt to arrest the 
many ainps which either m England or Scotland 
were with ostentation publicly being constructed 
to cruu^ asramot me Ui.ited Stau-s. Surely that 
was an imasm.iry duilculty, or it a real oue it pre- 
orrtiatllmsmth thetn'S ^aS'S^'Vu'c'HSiSS 
of a le^al conflict with John Laird and Charles 
ivuhn Frioleau. But the -gpvernment of the United 
States has never been able to see the force or this 
alleged diiflculty. The common lau-of England is the 
coin'mon Jaw ol the United States. In both countries, 
ami certainly m England, reveaue seizures are made 
daily aud ships pieveiiied Irom going to sea on 
much less cause oi suspicion than attached to the 
suspected snip of tiie confederates, in both coun- 
tries, and not less in limrlaud, the previous order of 
tlie covermnenl fur its subsequent approval covers 
the acts of the subordinate oincers. 
In both coun- 
tries, or if not in England assuredly in tiie United 
states, 
under 
municipal laws, 
in this 
be- 
liair 
substantially 
the same, the 
government 


Und3 no 
duiicUity m arresting ships charged 
with 
actual or 
intended 
violations of 
the 
sovereign rights 
or 
neutral

States. SiSHii examples ol this occur in the history 
ol tiie United States. Tims, during the great war 
between Great Britain and Kussia, on complaints 
with aiildavits tiled by the British Consul at Sew 
York charging tuat the bart ilaury was being 
equipped there as a belligerent cruiser, on tins (and 
far less evidence than the American consul at Liver- 
pool exhibited against the Alabama), the bark llaury 
was arrested within an hour Dy telegraphic order 
from \Vasutugton. Other examples of tne decision 
and promptitude m maintenance of sovereign 
rignrs and in discharge of the neutral uuaes 
01 the United States have 
occurred, as 
is 
well 
kuowu, under both tha 
last 
and the 
present administrations; nay, at every period la 
our history the government ol the United States has 
not been cocient with preventing the departure uf 
ships litted out In violation of neutrality, and with 
putting a stop to military recruitments and expedi- 
tious of the same nature, but has turther manifested 
its cood faith in its respect for its own sovereignly 
aua laws by prosecuting criminally the guilty par- 
tics. Examples of this occur la me early stages of 
the war oi tiie J/reiich revoluiion; oil the occasion oi 
the insurrection of the Spanish-American Conti- 
nental provinces, 
and 
or the 
revolutionary 


movements in 
the 
Spanish-American 
repub- 
lics, and on various other occasions, includ- 
ing 
the existing insurrection 
in Cuba. 
But 


although, such acts 01 violation of law were frequent 
IK Great Britain and susceptible oi complete techni- 
cal proof, notoriously luuuied directly in the race of 
the world, varnished over, if at all, with the shal- 
lowest pretexts of deception, yet no efficient siep 
appears to have been taken by tne British govern- 
ment to eniorcs the execution of its municipal laws 
or to vmdicate^the majesty of its outraged sovereign 
power, and the government of tue tfnited Stales 
cannon believe it woald conceive itself wanting in 
respect lor Great Britain to Impute that tne queen's 
Ministers are so much'hampered by judicial diftlcul- 
ties tnat the local administration is thus reduced to 
such a state of legal impotence as to deprive the gov- 
ernment of capacity ro uphold its sovereignty against 
local wrongdoers, or its neutrality as regards 
other sovereign Bovrers. If, indeed, it were so tue 
causes of reclamation on the part of the United 
States would only be tue more positive and sure, for 
the law of nations assumes that each government is 
capable of discharging its international obligations; 
and, perchance, if it be not, then the absence or 
sucn capability is itself a specific ground oi respon- 
sibility ior consequences. But the Queen's govern- 
ment would not be content to admit, nor will tue 
government oi the United States presume to impute 
to it such political organization of tue British em- 
pire as to imply any want of legal ability on us 
part to discharge In the amplest manner all ita 
duties of sovereignty and amity towards other 
Fowers. 
it remains only in this relation to refer to one 
other point, namely, the question ol negligence. 
Neglect on tne part oi oilicera of tne British govern- 
ment, wnather superior or subordinate, to detain 
Confederate cruisers, and especially tne Alabama, 
the xnost successful of the depredators on the com- 
merce of the United States, on this pomv the Presi- 
dent conceives that little needs now to be said lor 
various cogent reasons, first, tne matter has been 
exhaustively discussed already by the Department 
or by the successive American Ministers. If the 
question of negligence be discussed with iran&ncas, 
it must be treated m this instance us a case ol ex- 
treme negligence, which Sir William Jones has 
taucM us to regard as equivalent or approximate to 
evil intention. The question ot negligence, therefore, 
cannot, be presented without danger of thought 
or language disrespectful towards the Queen's 
ministers and the {'resident, while purposing, of 
course, on his sense ot duty, requires to sustain tlits • 
rights of the Lulled States In all their utmost ampli- 
tude: ye: Intends to spoaK and net in relation to 
Great Britain in the same spirit or international re- 
spect which he expects of her m relation to the 
United states; and ho Is slncerelv desirous that all 
discussions between the governments may be so con- 
aiicied as not only to prevent any aggravation of 
existing difficulties, but to lead to such reasonable 
and amicable determination as beat becomes two 
great nations of common onitm and conscious dig- 
nity and strength. 1 assume, therelore, pretormit- 
tmg detailed discussion In this respect that the neg- 
ligence of the officers of the British government, in 
the matter of the Alabama, at least was grosa and 
Inexcusable, and such as Indisputably to de- 
volve 
oa 
that 
government 
full 
responsi- 
bility 
for 
all 
the 
depredations 
committed 


by Her, Indeed this conclusion seems, In effect, to 
be conceded in Great Britain. At all events, the 
United States conceive that the proofs of responsible 
negligence in toe matter are so clear that n'o room 
remains for debate on that point, and that It gnould 
be taken for granted in all future negotiations with 
Great Britain, it is impossible not to compare and 
contrail tiio conduct ot tue States Kcuertllf, as re- 


gards Great B'.-itain. On tae occasion or the revolt 
ol the Briy^U colonies with that o! Croat Britain, as 
rosards the insurrection in the Southern States, co 
flnets were fltleu out by America la the ports of the 
Netherlands to pvey oa the commerce of Great Bri- 
tain. Only In a siii>;ie Instance did American cruisers 
have temporary harborage ID Texel. Year after year 
the exports of munitions of war ior the Netherlands 
were forbidden bv tlie States General, the more 
completely to iulim the duty of amity and neutrality 
towards Great Britain. Bat, nevertheless, Great 
Britain treated a declaration of neutrality by the 
States General, aud tiie observaice of that declara- 
tion as a sufficient cause of war ugaiust the Nether- 
lands, prior to which the British government con- 
tinually 
complained of the occasional supplies 
derived by the colonies from the Island Si. Kusta- 
tius. How light in this respect would have been the 
burdens of tLe united States during the late insur- 
rection 
If British -aid 
had 
been confined to 
a contraband 
commerce between 
the 
Insur- 
gents and the port of Nassau. 
Not such is 
the complaint of the United States against Great 
Britain. We complain that the insurrection in the 
Southern States, if it did not exist, was continued 
and obtained its endanns vitality by means of the 
resources it drew ironi Great Britain. We complain 
that by reason of the Imnerfect discharge of its 
neutral duties pa the part'of tlie Queen's govern- 
ment Great Britain became ine military, naval and 
financial HSLS oi the msurgeat warlare agaitvH '"e 
United Slates.

Kevettaeies1! the United States manfully and reso- 


lutely Ciicouctsred all the great perils and dtitlulties 
01 tne situation, foreign aud domestic, aad over- 
came them. \Vs endured with proud patience the 
manifestation of hostility there, where we had ex- 
pected friendship m Kngriar;d, the protagonist of 
the abolition of negro servitude, in order to perpet- 
uate which tiie Southern states had seceded 
from 
the 
Union. 
"We 
entered 
on a great 
war, 
involving sea 
and 
laud; we 
inarched 


to the field with hundreds of thousands of 
soldiers and expended thousands of millions in 
treasure lor their support; we lavished the blood of 
our bravest and best in battie as if it were but 
water; we submitted to all privation without a. iriur- 
mar; we staked our lives, our fortunes and our 
honor on the issue of the cotuaat, and, oy the bless- 
ing of God. we came out of the deadly straggle vic- 
torious, and, with courage proved, strength unim- 
paired, power augmented ana onr place fixed among 
the nations second to none, we may without pre- 
suinpdon say m the civilized world. Providence had 
smiled on our sacrifice and our exertions, aad in the 
hour of supreme trial we felt that while mindful of 
aood will snowa us b.v- friendly Powers in the hour of 
trial, we cou!d afford to accuunt in moderation wita 
others which, like Great Britain, had. as we tliougot, 
speculated impmvidently ana to ttieir own discoaill- 
ture on the unexpected disinetnbernieotaiiduowufall 
of me groat American republic. As to Great Britain 
we had special aad pecaiiar causes of grief- She had 
prematurely, as we deemeu it, and without adequate 
reason, awarded the siatns. of belligerency to our 
insurgents. 
Bus the ace of itself aud by its inco- 
herent nature was of neutral color and an act 
which, however we might condemn it in tne 
particular 
case, 
we could not deny to be 


of the cotnpeteucy of a soverijrn state. Other Eu- 
ropean governments also recognized the belliijer- 
eucv of tne Insurgents, but Great Britain alone nad 
translated a measure lud°liniie ol itself into one of

We gave 


aid and comfort to the rosiest of Crimea. English- 
men only do it." 
Tnus, what in France, In -Spain, as their subse- 
quent conduct showed, had beau an untimely and 
ill-judged act or political uianiiestatiou, aad m Eng- 
land, "as her subsequent cnauuct showed, been a 
virtual act of war. 
We rejected tiiat t,;e Confed- 
erates hari no ehips, no means of building ships, no 
mechanical appliance, no marine, no legal status 
on the sea. no open seaports, no possible courts of 
nnze, no domestic command of the instruments 
and aftencles of modern maritime warfare. We asked 
ourselves, -What would the Queen's government 
have said If tne United States had awarded the 
rights of belligerency to insurgents in luaia or in 
Ireland in the Eame circumstances—that is, ou the 
occurrence cf a smsrle act of rebel iiostilitr—and had 
bestowed upon tnem their only means of mari- 
time as well as territorial warfare against Great 
Britain.-" 
In mitt), while in the hour of their great triumph, 


the United States were thankfully inciir.etl ta senti- 
ments of moderation, both at home and abroad, lor 
at home no man has sunered death for political 
causes. We were thus more 'iicitneu to modera- 
tion, 
especially 
us 
regards 'Great 
Britain, 
in view of the enormity ot the wrongs we had 
sustained, and the consequent dntlculty of measur- 
mir the reparation due, even if sincerely proffered

We desired no war 
with Eniriand. Wo shrlufc from the thought of 
another lustrum ot" fratricidal carnage liko that 
IU-....ii.-l^^n.l"h wft ttacl lUttt-UiiiiWHl.

The influence ot tins condition of mind 
is apparent in all tne discussions of the subject by 
or under the instruction of this department during 
the preceding administrations of the government. 
It resulted In earnest efforts on our part to deter- 
mine the controversy Dy arbitration in the interest 
of pence and of international good wilt, wulcii 
eiforts, if promptly met by tha Queen's Miulftcr in 
tne spirit m wmc.1 they were made woald long eiuce 
have removed the present controversy from the 
Held of diplomacy and eneetually harmonized the 
relations of the United States with Great Britain. 


But the amicable advances of tue United States to 
dispose ot the question by arbitration were at the 
start, and persistently long afterward, met by 
Lord Russell, in the name or the Queen's government, 
with subtleties or reservaiion and exception, the 
effect oi which would have been, inssead ot closing 
up the controversy, to Isave us m a condition worse 
than before and 
more perilous to the cause 


of peace. 
The

such reservation and exceptions. Wnen one Power 
demands of another the redress of alleged wrongs, 
aud tne latter entertains tne idea of arbitration as 
the means of settling the question, it seems irra- 
tional to insist that the arbitration snail be a quali- 
fied and limited one through apprehensions lest, 
peraaventure, there might urns ba implication that 
such wrougs had been committed by Intention, 
and that such implication would.be injurious 
to ttie honor of the wrong doing government. On 
rhes& premises arbitration may be the incans of ad- 
justing immaterial national wrongs Out not material 
ones; tnat H to say, ff the grievances b2 serious the 
two nations must or necessity go to war. while 
neitner desires it, which would be an absnrd 
conclusion.

and therefore 
to Have regarded the particular (jnestion 
wish 
more correct estimations of its incidents than 
Lord Itussell, and thereupon to bare admitted 
o? theory comprehensive arbitration concerning all 
questions between the governments. 
But the con- 


vention which in this view was negotiated b.v the 
Karl of Clarendon and Mr. Reverdy Johnson did not 
prove satisfactory to the Senate of tne United States, 
ft Is well Known to the government of Great Britain 
that the President aud the Senate ot the United 
States are distinct powers of the government, asso- 
ciated in the conclusion of treaties and in the ap- 
poictmeut of public officers, but not dependent one 
on the other, nor of necessity entertaining the same 
opinion on public questions. Each act in appropri- 
ate convictions of duty and of right, and the Senate 
has the same absolute power to reject a treaty as the 
President has to negotiate one. Of course, it is not 
necessarily incumbent on the President to express 
approval or disapproval of an act of the Senate; 
but the President deems It due to the Senate. 
to himself and 
to 
tne subject, 
to 
declare 
that he concurs with the Senate In disapprov- 
ing 
of that convention, 
nis own particular 
reasons for this conclusion are sufficiently apparent 
in this despatch. In addition to these general 
reasons, lie thiitss the provisions of the convention 
were 
inadequate to provide reparation Tor the 


United States in the manner and to the degree to 
which he considers the United States entitled to re- 
dress. Otiier and special reasons for tlie same con- 
clusions nave been explained In a previous des- 
patch, such, namely, aa the time and circumstances 
ol the negotiation, the complex character ot the 
proposed arbitration, its ch&nce agency aud results, 
and Its failure ia determine any principle or other- 
wlso tons on a stable foundation rhe relations of 
two governments. 


The President!:) not yet prepared to pronounce on 
the question of the indemnities which ne thlnKs 
were due by Great Britain to Individual citizsas of 
the United States for the destruction of their prop- 
erty by rebel cruisers litted out In the ports of 
Great Britain, nor <s he now prepared to speak of 
the reparation which he thinks due by the British 
government for the loader account of the vast na- 
tional injuries it has inflicted on the United States; 
no- does he attemptjaow ;o measure the relative 
effect of tne various causes of injury, and whether, 
by the untimely recognition of belligerency. V,y 
sufrerme the utttnz out of rebel cruisers, or by th» 
supplr of ships, arms, and munitions of war 
to the confederates or otherwise, in whatever man- 
ner; nor floes it fall within the scope of this despatch 
to discuss the important changes in ihe rules of the 
public law. the desirableness of wnicn has been 
demonstrated by the Incidents of IBs last few years, 
now under consideration, and which In view of the 
maritime prominence of Great Britain gnd the 
Cniteu States tt would befit tfiem to mature and pro- 
pose to the other States of Christendom. All these 
are subjects of future consideration, which, when 
the time ior action shall arrive the President will 
consider

Majesty's government; on account of the iujunes 
they feel that they have sustained. Although the 
United States are auxious for a settlement on a ilo- 
cral and comprehensive basis of all the questions 
which, now interfere with the cordial relations 
whica they desire to exist between Ih8 two gov- 
ernments, they do not now propose or desire to 
set any time for tnis settlement. " On the contrary, 
tiiey prefer to leave that question, and also the more 
Important questions ot the means and method of 
removing the causes of complaint, of restoring the 
much desired relations of perfect cordia'.itv aud the 
preventing of the probability of hue questions 
in the luture to the consideration of her Majesty's 
jrovernmerit. They will, however, be ready when- 
ever her Majesty's government shall think the pro-

expressed, enter Into any discussion on the 
subject, 
yet

hoped

silence 
would not be considered 
to indicate that the 
despatch did not admit of a complete reply. I re- 
quested that he would nave the aoodness to give me 
a copy of the despatch, as I could not understand 
Irom memory accurately to report to my colleagues 
the contents of .the long and . important documeu; 
he had just rapidly reaa to me- Mr. Motley agreed 
ta> do so if 1 would asS him for i: oiheialiy. anil 1 
accordingly addressed to him the same alternoon 
tne letter ol" which! enclose-a copy, and received 
from him on the afternoon of the ISth. mat. a copy 
ot Mr. Fisii's despaicii, of which I now also enclose 
to you a copy. 
This despatch, as you will see, re- 
capitulates at creat 
length 
the 
causes of 
dissatisiaction which the 
government of the 


United states considers itself entitled to leel 
with the conduct of tlie British government 
during the late . civil war; but it • does not 
mate any proposition as to the manner in which 
that dlssatisiaction may be removed or offer auy 
solution or the difficulty. On the contrary, Mr. 
Fish distinctly says that tne President is not yet pre- 
pared to pronounce upon the question of indemnity 
whicn he tamts due by Great Britain to the indi- 
vidual citizens ol the United States ior the deati;uc- 
tlon of their property by the rebel cruisers fined 
out in the ports of Gre.it Britain; neither Is ne 
prepared 
to speaK or the reparation 
which 
ne thinks due by the British government for tne 
larger-account of the Vast national injuries it has 
mulcted on the United States; neither does he 
attempt now to .measure the relative causes of in- 
jury, as whether by untimely recognition or belliger- 
ency, by tna suffering of tue fitting out of rebel 
crniaers. 
or 
by 
the 
suppiy 
of 
ships. 
arms and munitions 
of war 
to the confed- 
erates 
or 
otherwise; 
neither 
do'es 
it 
fall 


within the scope of his despatch to discuss the im- 
portant charges in the rules of public law. tlie de- 
sirableness ot which had been demonstrated by the 
incidents of the lost few years now under con-ider.i- 
tion, and which, m view of the maritime prominence 
of Great Britain and the United States, it would be- 
ilt them to mature and propose to the other States 
of Christendom.

So.Io of Unclaimed Goods at the Public Stores. 


A large amount or goods remaining unclaimed in 


the Custom House public stores were sold at public 
auction yesterday by John 11. Draper, auctioneer. The 
catalogue embraced every variety of article, from 
an Iron pot to a locomotive, and as many of the 
lots were sold Dy the marts upon them, tne buyers 
were at times in doubt as to what they bought, 
Some of the prices were considerably ahead of the 
valuation of tae appraiser, aad acain others sold 
much lower, but on a general average ttie prices 
were considered good. Twentv-seven carrels of 
soda, valued at $150, were Knocked down for $80. 
Four casts of white porcelain, valued at SdO, sold lor 
$255. One caste of twine sold for $102 60, whereas 
the valuation was only ten dollars. One lot, called a 
box of samples, but of what no one knew, was put 
up, aud, although it was marKed no value, it seemed 
to acquire much importance. The price went up 
very rapidly and it finally sold tor fifteen dollars. 
Several boxes and trunks of personal eilects. valued 
from one to flve dollars, were bid upon and in each 
instance brought from ten to twenty dollars. " The 
buyers evidently thought they were getting a prize, 
but it is not difficult to lorteil their mistake. Two 
bales of rugs, valued at sixty do'.lats each, were bid 
upon by almost everybody present,, aad brought re- 
spectively sioti aud $,*7S. if the biies were lance 
aud the ruas ol fine manufacture they might be 
worth this price, but considering that 110 one nad 
seen wnat they were buying, it la possible the bar- 
gain will not be such a. great one. Ail sorts of arti- 
cles sold for all sorts oi prices, ana the oddityof 
many of them caused much amusement.

Divorces Procured at Short 


Notice. 


How Evidence is Manufactured by Pro-, 


fcssional Perjurers. 


Mncn nas been written concerning tne loose 


divorce laws or Indiana, Illinois ana Connecticut, 
and it la generally snpaosed that tnose States offer 
facilities for severing tbe marriage relation whicn 
can be found in no other section. Tue statutes of 
this State retusing divorces except for t&e crime of 
adnitery, it wonld seem that Sew York should be 
tlie last place in wiiicii a person wonld apply for 
divorce oa trivial grounds of complaint, and tbere is

It is not to 
be Inferred that every lawyer who is particularly 
successful in procuring divorces is a fiaave. for re- 
spectable attorneys are very careful how they pro- 
ceea in such cases, and do not tate them without 
good eviaence of the truthfulness or the complaint 
made by tbe applicant.

Not only are false afii 
davits made out, bat judicial signatures are forged 
and, in nine cases out of ten, tbe credulous appU 
cant receives for his money a decree of aivorc 
whicb will not stand a moment when disputed by 
regular legal proceedings. Scarcely a day passe 
without tlie publication of suits setting aside such 
fraudulent divorces; out these form a very Emal

preierence to maKmg a fight, unless money or 
possession of cnfldrca Is involved. The divorce pro 
curer does not care whether tlie decree be valid o] 
not.

Should there be an investigation 
the panics represented as witnesses in the affidavits 
can never be fouua, for tbe signatures are all bogus 
and the defendant must content himself with getting, 
the decree set aside, without tne satisfaction of psn- 
istiing the perpetrators of the outraae.

inlidelity, but has no positive evidence of criminality 
on Her part, aud appnes to the procurer tj make a 
free man of him. The procurer details dececuves, 
who are always Kept at hand for such cases, tc 
watch the suspected wire, and, nnally, if the hus- 
band's suspicions are just, the iruxlty pair are caught 
in jtaQi'inife iiVftt'tH. If. however, the woman be 
only indiscreet, ana is simply flirting, the.detectivea 
ate prepared to swear that i"hey witnessed criminal 
conduct on her part, and will ingeniously manufac- 
ture out of circumstances favoring suspicion posi- 
tive affidavits of gulit impossible to disprove in 
court. There is no doubt tbat many cases have 
occurred where a jealous husband has been divorced 
upon tne conviction of mswiteol adultery wheasbe 
was perfectly innocent, tbs procurer perpetrating 
tms outrage upon both parties merely to make hi- 
lea.Xext Is the wife who desires a divorce, but has no 
grounds ot suspicion that ber husband is unlaitiifnl. 
she may be in love with another man, or may have 
no other reason lor separation ttiaa the ordinary 
troubles of the married state. She communicates 
with a divorce procurer, and if prepared to pay 
handsomely is assured that the divorce will be "ob- 
tained. The unsuspecting husband may be perfectly 
uprifrht iu his conduct, and so respectable in all his 
associations that no suspicions circumstances can 
be discovered to weave mto evidence of adultery, 
and tbe procurer sends a fascinating woman to 
entrap mm.

She plays her game with consummate 
adroitness, and sooner 
or later Involves the

tbe baseness of maniLind. 
These cases are among tbe least vfUanous opera- 
tions of the regular divorce procurer, and divorces 
thns obtained cannot be set aside. Fortunately they 
are comparatively few in number, but tne other 
class of aivorces includes innumerable cases ami 
involves a complete system of permrr and forgery 
from beginning to end.

the divorce being obtained fier wishes shall be grati- 
fied. Kest mail brmgs tbe complaint to the pro- 
curer, who calls in his proiesslonal perjurers aad 
acquaints tnem with tbe contents of tbe complaint. 
If. uowever, it is not strong enougb tbe procurer 
mases out another, forges the slcnature of Mrs. 
Smitb, and, enclosing the new complaint in a docu- 
ment signed with a bogus name as plaintiffs attor- 
ney, sends it to tne referee appointed by ihe conrt to 
tase testimony in divorce suits. Tbe law requires that 
tbe defendant shall be summoned to appear: and to 
get over this difficulty tbe procurer lins out the.fol- 
lowing form of amUant and attaches to it a. bogus

Each, perjurer gives a bogus name 
to ihe referee and baa a slip of paper Inalde his bac, 
bearing the dates mentioned in tbe complaint, so aa 
to make no mistakes.

We hare the pleasure of announcing to o;ir 


readers this morning (hat tho cojiy of a treaty 
of annexation in the name of tho repuMc of 
Doaiiuica, the Spanish end of the island of 
Hayti. or St. Domingo, has been laid before 
tho rr.-sident of tbo United States for his con- 
sideration, and that the original document, in 
charge of a delegation of special commis- 
sioners, will shortly follow. 
The substance of 


tho ireaty is iho merging of the Dominican 
republic in the United States as a. Territory to 
begin tvith, our general government being 
only required to pay the debts of the republic, 
vriiieh are but a bagatelle. 
Of course, the 


treaty on our pnrt will require an nc* of Con- 
gress, tl la Texas, or a ratification by a two- 
thirds vote of the Senate; but upon either 
plan there can be no doubt of success. 
Then, -we are quite sure, will speedily follow a 
similar treaty with ITayti, or the black repub- 
lic, at the old French end of the isknd, 
whereby the whole island will be ours—a 
splendid acquisition. 


What advantage will be the possession of 


the wholo island to the Union? 
It is evi- 


dent, with, a foothold once established in Do- 
minica, Hayti will soon be seeliing our pro- 
tection. Secretary SawarJ, while negolialing 
to obtain Samana Bay, showed conclusively 
that its posession would save an immense ex- 
pense in -managing our naval matters. 
He 


then said:—"Satnana Bay is. the Gibraltar of 
the West, and its possession will make us the 
Argus of the seas." The island is capable of 
supporting five times its present population, 
and rast wealth lies in its magnificent forests 
of cabinet woods, its soil and its mines. Its 
possession furnishes the key to the Gulf, and 
is the only one of the great Antilles that can 
be acquired without the hazard of war with a 
foreign nation. On either sida of the island 
are iho great inlets from the Atlantic to' the 
tropical seas. In the event of a foreisa war 
the possession of a point commanding both the 
Windward aud Mona passage must bs an 
immense advantage. 
Slavery Is abolished, 


and no political distinction exists on. account 
of race or color. The objections to annexa- 
tion seem to be a dislike to mingling with 
their internal feuds; for there 
is reason 


to believe that the enemies of tlio gov- 
ernment of Baez are opposed to the United 
Stales. 


It is urged, too, that the offer of an- 


nexation does not come solely from the 
natives, but from Americans, who have inte- 
rests in the island aud desire the protection 
of this government. 
Both Objections may have 


foundation in fact, but the one oftenest urged 
is to acquiring more territory, claiming that 
we already have more than enough. Have 
we ever acquired a foot of territory that has 
not been a positive good to ourselves and to 
mankind? Annexation is no crime when it is 
the substitution of a just and vigorous govern- 
ment for a wicked and worthless one. Has 
not a nation the right to be aggressive, and set 
its feel wherever it can carry something better 
than it supplants ? The liberties of an individual 
are abridged by the interests of the Stale; and 
the liberties of each particular State muat yield 
to the common interests of humanity: and 
shall we not accept the conclusion that the 
same right exists in well ordered nations to 
coerce file vicious and disorderly nations as 
exists in separate communities to punish indi- 
vidual criminals? 
Vfe remember the opposi- 


tion to the Mexican war and the territory ac- 
quired thereby; but without that war where 
would now be our Pacific possessions ? Cali- 
fornia would have been now, as then, the hunt- 
ing ground of Indians and an asylum for half- 
breed outlaws. Our Pacific coast is proof that 
the gravest errors of the worst governed 
American State cannot be compared with the 
lawlesa license of Mexico or the degenerate 
folly of Spain. 


This, however, may be considered as a 


judgment pronounced upon the (iltimatc con- 
sequences, rather than upon the immediate 
motives. But who docs not believe that tha 
United States once in possession of Mexico, 
Cuba or St. Domingo, property would rise

Aaezfral Porter on the Navy. 


Admiral Porter's opinions oa the navy are 


emarka-ble frota such a source. They amount 
o little less tlian a declaration from one who 
should be thoroughly informed that-our navy 
is practically worthless for the only sort of 
war ia which wa are at all likely to engage. 
All the poiicy. then, that has prevailed ia our 
Navy Department since the rebellion was 
crashed has beau erroneous, and all the money 
spent is wasted, so far as relates to the future 
use of tee ships built. In a war wilh France 
or England thirty ships like those now in use 
on the French Atlantic line would be a more 
c-8ectiva force than all our tremendous moni- 
tors, and ingenious and expensive iroa-olads 
generally. 


This is the grand trgumeat iu favor of en- 


couraging once more the growth of American, 
shipping—that there may bo built in the mer- 
cantile marine ships best Qltsd for war, which 
tho government may hava ready made when 
war breaks out. 
The Admiral favors tho giv- 


ing of subsidies with this view, and certainly 
this is the strongest argument ia their favor. 
Our national policy in regard to armies might 
thus Cud aa analogue in the policy with regard 
to a navy. We refuse to keep great armies, 
but we encourage that development of military 
spirit among the people that enables the gov- 
ernment to call out for any emergency an army 
educated at private expense. 
So if instead of 


building a navy we encourajje commerce we 
shall End the best of all navies ready for use 
when needed.

Business in 'Sals City—A Fibrin! Nci&oara. 
Between the Hon. Ben Wood and tha Hon. 


John Slorrissey, each aa the champion of his 
clan, a conflict in oar Sapreina Court, very 
much like a fight in the pugilistic ring, has 
bacn in progress 
for soina time for the 


monopoly of the lottery policy business, which 
is carried on in this city ia defiance of our 
SLalc laws, in the Bale of tickets issued ia tho 
names of various lottery shops ia other States. 
First, from Judge Cardozo, of the Supreiaa 
Court, an order ia obtained appointing tha 
Hon. Ben Wood receiver of all this lottery 
business; next, from Judge Barnard, of tho 
same court, an order is issued appointing thu 
Hon. John Morrisscy receiver, by whom t'jj 
business is so.'d ont to one W ilium L. Sim- 
mons ; next an order is issued from Judjp 
Cardozo appointing Hou. Beu Wood receiver, 
general and absolute, to sottlo up tha whole 
business^ and so the mailer at present stands— 
Wood having all the advantages of the latest 
order from the cotirt. It is rumored, how- 
ever, that tho next proceeding in tlie premises 
will probably be an order from Judge Barnard 
designating some new receiver to settle up and 
abolish this whole business, as in violation of 
the laws of the State. 


If we understand the scope of these anti- 


lottery laws, an order providing for the imme- 
diate abolition of all thcso poiicy shops was 
the only proper course for any judge of any 
New York court to take upon the subject wten 
brought before him. For weeks past, how- 
ever, and incidentally for years, our dis- 
pensers of the law have been acting utsca 
this lottery business as if legally established 
among us. Thus every judge concerned, and 
we know "not how many are implicated, 13 
clearly open to impeachment and its pains and 
penalties, in having dealt from time to tima 
with these lottery gambling shops as entitled 
to the recognition, regulation and protection 
of onr courts in the prosecution of their unlaw- 
ful business. 


There should be an end of all this, and 


Judge Barnard can do no belter service to 
the public than to sweep these demoralizing 
policy shops from the island. Tha tickets in 
which they deal come from the authorized lot- 
teries in the States of Missouri, Kentucky, 
Delaware, Georgia and Louisiana; but they 
are no more lawful in New York than is aa 
Indiana" divorce or Mormon polygamy. Tho 
United States government recognizes thcaa 
lotteries in the Stales in which they aro 
established and in the States in which iheir 
tickets are sold by a tax on them ; but even 
upon this head it appears that the govern- 
ment has not been paid by many thousands 
of dollars the taxes due from tho shops ia 
this city. 
From the last affidavit of tha 


Wood party it appaars that the lottery 
agencies of this city, invotved in these Supreme 
Court litigations,, aw embodied ia one hun- 
dred and twenty shares; that John llor- 
rissey and Zachariah E. Simmons sold out 
recently to Wood their interest (less we infer 
than one-fourth of the whole concern) for tbe 
sura of two hundred thousand dollars; lha,t 
another individual of tho Morrissey clau sold 
ont ten shares for the sum of sixty thousand 
dollars, retaining a lien thereon for upwards of 
My thousand dollars; that this business in 
the aggregate amounts to several millions of 
dollars in this city. 
Outside of this affidavit 


•we are informed that tha sales of these lottery 
tickets in this city average about twenty thou- 
sand dollars a day, say for three hundred days 
in the year, which amounts annually to six 
millions of dollars; that deducting the coats oi 
the numerous deus aad employes of the mana- 
gers engaged, and incidental expenses, tha 
sales may be set down as pretty much all clear 
profit—the priz a occasionally allowed being 
only a part of the business to stimulate sales 
where they may be falling off—that thousands 
of young men are ruined by this species of 
gambling, and hundreds of poor families ara 
reduced to want from thu infatuation of fathers 
and mothers in thcso purchases of lottery 
tickets; that even respectable merchants auci 
professional nien, supposed to have more s>o;i.io 
than the foolish negroes of Lam ens streel, ara 
sometimes wrecked in these poiicy shops. 


Surely there is a fearful margin for tha 


increase of poverty and crime in the sales of 
thcso lottery Ambling chocks to Ui«

The lacis or the case are tuese:— 
lue company some time ago withdrew from regu- 
lar use on tne roail a locomotive known as tae 
"Annapolis," on account or its unfliuess lor the pur- 
pose. The "Annapolis" was once considered u a'rdt 
clubs engine, but constant wear aud tear had ren- 
dered it lit only Ior the jauk dealer. Tne company 
tuoiiglit otherwise, utui, lite some other humaa 
beings, believcti ia working the "horse" to the 
death. To tins end the.- applied it to tue shifting or 
ntacmg-up trains at the wharves at Port luchmund. 
iiittle or no conHdence was placed in toe dilapidated 
ailair, but upou principles or ecououij tlie company 
msisied upou us being u=eU. 


About iweuly minutes of tea o'clock yesterday 
motning ine Annapolis was run up in frolit of lUe 
"round nousf "' for tue purpose ol Jiiling the tanks 
with water. The flllins process went, ou all ngnt 
for a time. Suddenly tiie boiler exploded witli ter- 
nflc force, tearing the whole atiair into numberless 
pieces, scattering the fragments la all directions 
and marking ilia disaster wiiu death and destruc- 
tion. 


One of the main shafts of the engine was broken 
iiilu three pieces, and the dome, weiKlnuix &ouie 
three tons, was carried bodily for a distance of about 
a scjuare. The boiler and other parts were blown 
almost mto atoms. Two of tue heavy doors of tue 
round house, wuich were about beventy leet dis- 
tant, were broken from their hinges and thrown 
inward. Neariv every pane of glass m the building 
winch laced towards the scene or tue accident was 
b.okeu- The telegraph wires along the line of the 
road were all torn and the comiectious unpaired. 


Joseph Xaale, the engineer or rhe-inuapolis, was 
thrown a distance of auout 10*) yards, and instantly 
killed. His body is much bruised and nmtnated. 
He was about tnirty years of age, and leaves n wife 
and two or three sinau children. The iiremau,-ja;oes 
Biady, was seriously injured.

THE CAP£ CGS CAHAL 


[From the Boston Transcrlpc, Dec. 20.1 
Tne.project of uniting Eariiatabie and iiuzzard's 
Bay, whlca teas been agitated ever since 1697, is now 
receiving serious attention from gentlemen ab'e aud 
wnlmg to carry out t:us muoti desired scheme, its 
vast importance aonears from the iact that more 
than40,uOO vessels annually pass through Vinejttrd 
Sound on their way round the ceriious shoals of 
Caps Cod. The coastmg trade with Sew York, 
Philadelphia andjmore southern points is Immense 
and a large amount of loreicn commerce takes tne 
same route. At one time during las; winter lorty 
foreign vessels were frozen up in Holmes' Hole, un- 
able make the passage round the Caps. 
The value of vesseis and cargoes annually making 
th:s passage cannot be less than $iuo,oso,ooo. Tue 
number 01 maririe disasters during seventeen years 
was about floo. The estimated saving to be made 
each year bv shortening tne time of passage far 
exceeds $1,000,000, wluie over 5200,000 would oe 
saved by the diminution of shipwrecks. This enter- 
prise is one ot humanity as well as business, for 
every year there is serious loss of life irom these 
many wrecks. 


The projectors ol this scneme ask no State aid; 


but they would expect the general government 
to bmld a breakwater, tarnishing a harbor of 
refuge on the Barnstabie side of the work. STew 
York and Piiiladelphta capitalists are in earnest 
about the matter, they believe that it can bs made 
profitable. H" it can be done it is more certain that 
It will largely benetit the commerce of Boston, be- 
sides reducing the price or coal, grain, flour and 
other great staples. So local considerations and no 
mere prejudice should be allowed to inttnere with a 
scheme so vital to great interests.

Of the three great resources of the VTeot—min- 


eral, ajrricultural aud pastoral—the last is perhaps 
the chief. One-hair the vast area of land is specially 
adapted to grazing purposes. 
The northwestern 


States have been considered the lirtest stock raisins 
States; they have been supposed to possess peculiar 
facilities lor producing cheap beef, mutton and 
wool; out, in the broad application of lue term, tue 
States east of the Missouri are not, nor will they 
ever be, superior grazing States. Even in the 
newest or tueui, where land is comparatively plenti- 
ful aud cheap, horses, cattle aad sheep are grazed 
upon lands which are worth, to the larmer fifty dol- 
lars per acre; hay has to be cut upon lunds of 
equal value, labor to cut it coats S- 50 or $3 per day, 
aud, besides, stock reiiumia to I^A r^«i OH nrt ;tvera5ff-- 
hall the year, 'rive consequence is ttiat beef and 
mutton command higii prices, and a plcntilul 
supply is beyond the means of the poorer people. 
Tho necessity of furnishing plenty of cheap, strength- 
ening iood a:id good clothinrf to the laboring classes 
is a matter ol luramount importance. They should 
have au abundant supply of animal as well as vege- 
table food. The meu who jiave carried the standard 
of empire over Europe and the men who bucaess- 
lully bore tlie flag of freedom ovor tlie batl.c llelds 
ol the rebellion were freely furnished with rations of 
meat. The British lion is a symbol of strength. 
John Bull savors strongly of beef. lieef aud ale won 
the creat river race for the Oxford oarsmen, aud 
berries aad milk, some people say, lost it to our 
Harvard crew. St. Paul suggests taat while milk is 
very suitable for babes, men require strong meat. 
During our late war tne Southern soldiers sunered 
mostirom insuiilcieat doming, aud "Shoddy" va9, 
1 think, the only cause of complaint among Hie 
Sorthern troops. 
Proper food und clothing are 


essential lo any dominant race. Our people must 
have both if tney are to conduct the civilization ol 
the age iu the course of empire. lio£ and hoiniuy 
are very good, but beer aad bread are better. 
Cotton 
clothing

enauah in' sum- 


mer, but wooden wear is requisite in winter. 
Tue necessity lor cheap meat and wool liemg 
conceded, the question 
then arises, Jiuw can 


they be secured? Its solution must be found 
m extensive pastoral regi ons, where little capital 
need be invested in grazing lands, aud where stock 
can thrive without expensive winter feeding, lu 
other words we must uave winter grazing; aud 
that is furnished everywhere west of the Missouri. 
The rain fall is ligat and is principally eonuaea to 
the last of spring or the first of summer. Alter 
that showers are only occasional and electrical. The 
grass is everywhere green and luxuriant iu May aud 
June. Afterwards, by reason of tne absence of mois- 
ture in tne soil and atmosphere, it begins to dry, and 
by the time that irost appears, winch is usually late 
in September or early iu October, tne luuuineraule 
unbroken acres of the plains and valleys and moun- 
tain slopes have assumed a mellow autumual ap- 
pearance, the grass being periectly cured standing 
in the ground. V7hile ordinary hay ia subject to 
decomposition by natural heat or moisture, mere is 
no danger 01 this periectly cured uncut hay being 
injured by exposure, la tiie curlug process H re- 
taius all its nutritious properties, aud the curing is 
as complete as it is gradual. These spiendid pas- 
ture lauds are similar to those "vruicii imiuntis have 
"razed upou lor so many years in the steppes of 
Asia, uie plains of Africa ana Australia, and 
the tablelands of South America. In Uueuos Ayres 
there are 75,000.000 sueep aloae, producing aunaally 
about aM,ocu,(wO pouuw of wool, pastured upon 
lands worth unou an averace not more thnu one 
dollar per acre, aud needing throughout tae year uo 
other load tlian the grass aud uo other suelter than 
the sky. This wool is thus produced so cheaply tuai, 
alter pavliii; tteignt and duty, it is able to compete 
in our own market, with that produced in Una coun- 
try where winter leediug aud shelter mive beea 
necessary. Now, as I Dave said, the grazing in the 
West is similar to that in those other countries I 
have mentioned. The annual lalloi'suow over all 
the region Irom tae ilio Grande to .the Uritisn bouii- 
dar* is comparatively llgflt, Oa the Laranueplaius, 
in the very heart oi this 'iT-ans-ilissoun couuiry, Uie 
asreregate annual fall of suow is less than two feet. 
Four or live inches Is called a Heavy snow laii. The 
snow is very dry and nent. Owing to its exceeding 
dryness it does not adhere to the unsheltered ani- 
mals, and in consequence of Its superior llgntuess 
wnat dota not quickly pass away is soon blown Irom 
the level and roiling lands iuto the ravines and cau- 
yons leaving bore nine-tenths of the grazing sunace 
of the country. Tas susceptibility of this country to 
winter grazing is not a matter of niero con- 
jecture. 
All 
these 
plains 
and 
valleys 
and 
mountain 
slopes 
have 
been grazing grounds 
durins years we cannot number, for herds of buffalo, 
antelope elk and deer and flocks of mountain sheep. 
Traces or these animals aud the animals themselves 
are often seen. The buffalo is tlie Indian's cherished 
came; countless herds have constantly, supplied 
Sim with food and raiment since long anterior to 
our time. The Anglo-Saxon hunter who now goes 
In quest of game for food or sport never need return 
unrewarded by the trophies or the satisfaction of the 
chase The bleaching bones of thousands of all 
these animals which nave lived their allotted time 
are seen on every aand wherever you may roam.. 
Experience la wintering domestic stock In this 
Western country has not been limited. Since the 
commencetuoiit or the Mormon pilgrimage across 
the plains toward their earttOy Zion np u> the pre- 
leut time—a period or twenty-two years—cattle, 
horso» wxa mules have been wintered on the plains 
and In th« mountain valleys all tne way across the 
Continent, from the middle of Nebraska to the Pacific 
coast. When Hie great overland wagon traffic was at 
1M height, before uic Trans-Contlneutal Railroad waa 
completed, tens ol tihonsauds of oxen aud mules 
were annually wintered on tne native grosses, wltu- 
out shelter, and with complete success. It is the 
universal testimony of rancuuien aud traders that 
not onir were the siocs wintered wen, but that

A man who is engiied m the stock business, who 
has spent several years in goins Irom olace to place, 
and whom I met m several places, saw to me, '•! 
lisive travelled all over the West manv times, aad 1 
don't believe there is a liner stock-raistug country 
on the eurib; ana yet stocu raising here is only in its 
lufancy." But it soon promises to oe a very exten- 
sive as it is proved to oe a most profitable business. 
After the siocK is on tlie ground tne only further out- 
lay necessary is the wages ol the Herders. Mexicans 
&re adepts at tha business, and their wases are 
quite reAsonable. Ihe value oi the natural increase 
of 500 head in live years amounts to a Handsome in- 
dependence. Altiiough many wild Texas cattle are 
driven .North their appearance out of Texas is gene- 
rally discouraged by people in these Western states 
aud Territories. Texas cattlo are prohitntcd by law 
from being oroueht into Co:orado. The finest breeds 
ol cattle aud oi sheep are being imported into the 
West for the inrnrovemect ol the native stock. Tne 
production oi autccr and cheese, oi superior quality, 
lias already become a larce aad lucrative brunch ot 
tae pastoral business. Largo shipments have beea 
made to assist in supplying the estimated demand 
for 50,000 tons of butter ana cneese by China and 
Japan. 
The satislactory experience of men engage-3 in 
raising cuttie is asm to tnat of men employed m 
raising sheep. Indeed, a large port-ion ol the coun- 
try is peculiarly adapted to the wauis OL ttie sheep. 
The conliguration oi the country and the cnaracter 
of the climate are both favoiaoie lor them- The dry 
rolling lauds and mountain slopes are the na'.urat 
heritage of flocKs. Mere there is immunity from the 
destructive ulseases of the leec whicu atllict tne 
Cocks on lower lands. Ko daw or excessive mois- 
ture induces tbe fata! "scab." The drv, crystal snow 
has no attlnisy lor tae wool. A ran or a passing 
breoze will shake or blow It off. 
The short, sweet 
grass is highly relished uy tne sheep. The salubrious 
cumate is a boon as well to tne brute creation as to 
man. Tho sacred calling of tae shepherd seems 
here 10 be a raosc fascinating one. Here, verily 
"tiod tempers the winds to the shorn lamb." In 
fact, tiie West Has been the home of our native 
mountain eheep. 1 have lately seen two splendid 
specimens of this royal animal, 
one of them 


weighed 250 pounds, lieneatu the outer coat of hair 
ttiere is an inner coat of wool. I plucked a piece 
and found it of the finest texture. The Biioject of 
stieep raising is beginning to attract a good deal of 
attention iu the We&i. One maa mKew Mexico 
OWES 25.000 head. Many men la Colorado have Irom 
5.000 to 10,0110. I met a large fleet going northward, 
on my way to Denver. Failing to count them 1 
asKcd the Mexican in charge of them how many 
sheep ttiere were in it, and he said 3,OJO. At another 
place 1 saw a smaller fiocsc quietly grazing, and two 
laitnrul dogs were their only shepherds. Ou the 
l,aramie plains this season I saw a ilocK numbering 
599, 
which were wintered there last year iu the opea 
air at an jiitiiudc exceeding 1,000 feet above the sum- 
mit of Mount \VaslimgtuD. It was their first winter 
norm of New Mexico, and one might naturally sup- 
pose they would sutler much irout tne budd^u change 
ol temperature. But with srtow to tlie risrufc ot them 
and suow to the leu ol tliein only one hud died o! 
••me 6JU." There are 10.000 head of stoCK now on 
the plains of Laramie, within the compass of the 
eye from the railroad line, and oiie-tuiru or them are 
sheep, considering tne illimitable pasture lands of 
i lie West, one is teuiptea to predict that instead of 
importing every year I'roin toutu America, Ainca 
and Australia more than SW,000,uuo worth of \voot 
we must soon punplv ail our ovvu manufactories, 
wntle we could, if required, furnish the raw material 
for the world. 
The Territories of New Hexico, Colorado, Utatt, 
Dacotah, Wyoming, laaho and .Montana are all pro- 
ducing their own beet und mutton, ami some of 
tucm, especially Kew Mexico and Colorado, are an- 
nually raising a large surplus ueyond tho wauls ut

in many instances iw TMtsoa or 
tue rapid Increase, uwuu» u>5 >iu>. KUOW the numoer 
oi their sheep auu cattle. Some stock raisers iu the 
West have made arrangements \vith ttio Uniou 
J'iiejile iCiMrnad company ipr transportation, wiiicu 
will enable hei't to oe delivered 111 Chicago during 
the present winter at a cyst not exceeding seven 
cents per pound. Jt is believed tbat meat can be 
sent to Uic Bast m summer by means ot refrigerator 
cars. It the experiment prove successful, beef aad 
mutton can soou be Bold iu all our Kastem cities ai 
one-hall the present prices, lu short, thu most fertile 
imagination tvould not be utely to over-estimate 
the extent aaa variety of tliu advantages that cat 
accrue to our peopie by reason of the couutless 
jlocKs and herds winch may flml iree subsistence on 
tiiese extensive plains and in the lovely iittle valleys 
or the itociiy .Mountains.

In addition to tills written communication Colone 
Thomson lias made a verbal statement, which was

they would have thrown down their arms and quit. 


With this exposition of testimony, an Indlvldua

The entire morning and most of tiie afternoon of 
esterday was 
taKen up 'by counsel on the 


iart of the defence aud the prosecution In summing 
ip or addressing the jury, who have been so patient 
mce last Thursday as to evoke general comment, 
n the case ot John Dickey on trial for the murder of 
his wife, -Mary Ann Dickej", ill the Bergen County 
lottrt of Over and Termlner, at Hackensack, N. J. 
Crowds thronged the room, and made ingress and 
egress a matter ol impossibility, and among these, 
although, the day was very stormy, were many la- 
dles, who listened to the arguments with, evident 
nterest. 
Ex-jnage Charles H. Voorhies, who has displayed 


signal ability in the discharge of a duty assigned 
him by the Conrt in the defence oi Dictey, proceeded 
at nine o'clock to address the jury and consumed 
t-iK. entire morning. He was ingenious, elaborate 
and eloquent, holding tnar, from circumstances and 
facts deduced, the principal witnesses of the 
State—William 3. Mconev and Margaret Jane 
Dickey, the prisoner's daughter—conW not be be- 
lieved; in a word, their statements were manufac- 
tured for the occasion, and that the wotmds received 
by Colin Colquhun and Mary Ann Dickey, from 
which they died, were given them while they were 
in the commission or about to commit tlxe act of 
adulterv. This theory the counsel claimea that the 
testimony of Dr. Crary established without a donbt 
to be the truth. In conclusion he asked for a verdict 
of acquittal or one of minslaaqhter. 


M. M. Kaapp, of Hackensact, for the State, then 


followed and occupied -the attention of the jury !or 
two hours and a hah". Step by step, pieco by piece, 
he reviewed the testimony adduced during the trial, 
and held up the statements of the witnesses Mooney 
and the prisoner's daughter to them in every aspect, 
lie reviewed the character or Dickey as established 
by the evidence, and characterized the attempt or 
counsel en the other siae lo besraatter the dead 
with scandal, to blacken virtue tnat a murderer 
might go free, as lutanwus, disgraceful and fear- 
I'il, and calculated to wreck society- This gentle- 
man's argument was listened to with breathless 
interest, aud me allusions at times to the sacredness 
or faiaiiv obligations, the tyranny of husnan.-ls, tne 
heroic girl, Margaret, and her murdered mother, 
brought tears fcc many eyes. It was an argument 
logical, conciusive aa'd eloquent, aud seemingly 
made a great impression upon Itie jury. 
Judge Bc-612 then commenced to charge the jnrv 
upon the law aud evidence m tup case, aiiuams to 
everv nortion of tne incidents of the crime, us de- 
ve'.oi>e~d, aud at live o'clock tne jury retired to 
deliberate upoa a verdict, scores beinjr about the 
court room at that hour, hoping to soon be able to 
know the last act ol this fearful tragedy. 
The scenes in tne court room aftci the jury retired 
were impressive and sutsiesuvc. Hen of gray hairs 
ana years threescore and ten. with .youths of 
tender age, remained, coping to soon know the 
fate of the man Whose crime Has made them lor tne 
past week to shudder. At six o'clock Judge Jiedm 
adjourned the court until the jury biiould agree, and 
tliat important event in tho trial to be intimated to 
the villagers by Hie ringing of the court house bell. 
Supper had hardly been eaten at the iieighborms 
hotels before messengers aud the sole -n touts of 
tne bell announced that the fats of John Dickey had 
been decided upon. At twenty-five mii'utus past six 
o'clock th" courtroom, crowded in every nook and 
corner, yaih District Attorney ACKcrson and M. M. 
Kuapp. representinc tlic State, and the counsel for 
tlio defence uivseut. the jury, one by on:, with 
solemn faces~and measured steps, took the places 
tiiai since last Thursday they have so patiently 
lined.

Dicker 
came tin m a minute and toos his accustomed place, 
and. for uic lirst tune during the scrioua ordeal, 
niauilcsled lus ncrvoiisr.esa by excessive twitchmgs 
of Ins face. The jury were called, when aguiri tue 
V/ickcy"'obeyed' *the 'order, and tne jury arising to 
their feet, cicrfc liiauvelt put the question, "Aim 
How iiml you, ;renlle.!ien of tne jury, is the prisoner 
irailty or not guilty •[» 
-Guilty of iLutacr In the first degree," camu from 
the foreman, Garrclt'A. Herring, amid a wleuce in- 
dicative of the interest tttat had been excited and 
maintained during the enure trial. The convicted 
murderer was remanded at once, and in tlie act of 
his leaving the room la charge of Slienif Van lilar- 
com and an oinccr, maniicsteri some emotion and 
extreme seriousness. Tlie sicKly huule and meagre 
tears told more of tiie workings of his heart tlian 
liumau foresight had yet bclore the Ingenuity to 
conjecture. 
Tne Court then, In a few expressive sentences, 
again thauked tue jurors for the.r patience, care and 
attention, and discharged them. 
Bercen county never in its experience lias known 
a trial that revealed so much ui heartlessnes», so 
much ol cruelty aud ialan>y—the infamy alter a wile 
lias been slam by the liand ol her husband to at- 
tempt to hide ihe crime beumd a foul smircn upon 
the lair name of the wife of hia bosom and the 
mother of his children.
